DWIGGINSS BANK SUSPENDS 


ANOTHER OHIOAGO OONOBRN IN 
THE EXAMINER'S HANDS. 





The Columbia National Pursued Methods 
Which Were Disapproved by Conserva- 
tive Bankers—Its Peculiar Relations 
with a Loan and Trust Company in 
the Same City—Inducements Held Out 
to Small Country Banks for Extending 
Their Capital and Credit. 


CuicaGo, May 11.—The Columbia Na- 
tional Bank, capital $1,000,000, suspended 
to-day and is in the hands of the Bank Ex- 
aminer by order of the Controlier of the 
Currency. 


The failure was not unexpected. “Tips” 


‘on the bank’s weak condition were so 


numerous lately and so many depositors 
were warned to draw down their accounts 
that it would have been difficult for a 
sound institution to withstand the drain. 
How bad the failure will be it is impossi- 
ble yet to say. Bank Examiner Sturgis, 
being engaged with the Chemical National 
Bank, placed in charge of the Columbia B. 
A. Cook, a Michigan Bank Examiner, No 
statement of the concern’s affairs has yet 
been prepared. 

After the close of business Wednesday 
night, it became evident to the officers 
that outside aid must be obtained or the 
bank could not go on. President Keith of 
the Metropolitan National, who cleared 
through the Clearing House for the Colum- 
bia, was applied to. He suggested that 
the Clearing House be notified, and 
eome of the members, including President 
Gage of the First National and President 
Walsh of the Chicago National, were in- 
formed of the situation late Wednesday 
night. It was decided that the Clearing 
House would extend aid to the bank, pro- 
vided the latter could show security of a 
satisfactory character. 

An examination of the bank’s securities 
was made early in the morning by John R. 
Walsh and others. The result was not saf- 
isfactory, and the committee recommended 
that no advance be made. The securities 
oftered consisted largely of stocks in coun- 
try banking institutions, about the value of 
which the committee had no knowledge. 
The Metropolitan thereupon declined to 
clear for the bank, and the only course 
left, that of suspension, was taken. 

The statement of the bank to the Con- 
troller, in answer to the regular call on the 
date of May 4, was as follows:

Without a more definite analysis of the 
item “Cash and sight exchange” than 
was given in the published statement, it is 
not easy to say just what the cash reserve 
of the bank was, Whatever it may have 
been, it has been rapidly drawn down since 


the date of that statement. it 1s said, how- 
ever, that the vaults contained about $150,- 
000 in cash when the doors were closed. 

The bank has never been in high favor 
here, and the individual deposits were 
small. The importance of the failure lies 
in the fact that it willinvolve the fortunes 
of a long chain of country banks through 
Indiana and Illinois. The Columbia Na- 
tional Bank was organized in February, 
1891, i the eatepe ate of the United 
States National Bank. The latter began 
business in a small way in 1887. Its capi- 
tal was subsequently increased, until it 
stood at the time it was merged into the 
Columbian National at $500,000. 

Zimri Dwiggins was then at the head of 
the bank. e was an Indiana country 
banker, who had organized a number of 
country banks with a rather moderate 
amount of capital and had conducted them 
with apparent success. The United States 
National Bank was not notably successful, 
andin the hope of improving its fortunes 
its capital was doubled and the name 
changed to the, Columbia National Fora 
time L. Everingham, a Board of Trade 
man, was President of the reorganized 
bank, Later he resigned and Mr. Dwiggins 
became President. 

At the time of the failure the officers 
were: President—Zimri Dwiggins; Vice 
President—W. G. Bentley; Assistant Cash- 
ier—John T. Green; irectors—J. D. 
Allen, Z. Dwi s, Malcolm McNeil, E. 8. 
conway. W. G. it L. Everingham, 
C. W. Needham, J. T. Green, R. W. Good- 
willie, H. D. Kohn, and J. M. Starbuck. 

The United States Loan and Trust Com- 
pany is another organization which has 

ehind it Messrs. Dwiggins. Starbuck, and 
others interested in the Columbia National. 
This United States Loan and Trust Com- 
pany is an organization regarding which 
Chicago people know little, although its 
‘capital and assets” are emblazoned on its 
letter heads at $1,100,000, and capital is 
chargeable as a liability rather than an as- 
set. It is an Indiana corporation, and has 
had headquarters at The Rookery. 

This institution has had close financial 
relations with the Columbia Bank. It is 
not easy to say exactly what the character 
of its business has been. One banker de- 
scribed it yesterday as the “ back office” 
of the Columbia National. Among other 
things, it has undoubtedly acted asa con- 
yenient go-between for the bank in con- 
nection with many of its operations, 

The same men who are back of the bank 
and the trust company have also been 
active in the organization of small private 
country banks. Many of these, it is said, 
have been started on an extremely smal) 
margin of capital. A bank would be opened 
with a few thousand dollars, possibly 
borrowed from one or other of the 
Chicago concerns, and after deposits 
began come in, part or even 
all of this small capital wonld 
be repaid, and the country institution run 
along on little more than the deposits of 
its clients. The Columbia National has 
been extremely active in obtaining the ac- 
counts of country banks, and in catering 
to this class of business has used methods 
disapproved by couservative bankers. 

There has been one particularly interest- 
ing method of financiering between the 
country banks, the United States Loan and 
Trust Company, and the Columbia Nation- 
al. A plan was devised whereby the Loan 
and Trust Company could make some in- 
terest without punting up any principal, 
the country banks could, without addition- 
al capital, increase their deposits with 
their reserve agent, and the Columbia 
National Bank could make generous addi- 
tions to both its deposit and loan accounts 
—all without the expenditure of any 
money by the parties concerned. 

The method was this: The United States 
Loan and Trust Comaeny would propose 
to lend a country bank, say, $10,000 at 6 
per cent., providing it would make the 
Columbia National its Chicago correspond- 
ent, constitute it its reserve agent, and 
deposit the entire amount of the loan 
with the National Bank, taking there- 
fora Columbia National Bank certilicate 
of deposit bearing 4 per cent. interest. The 
country bank saw an opportunity of cre- 
ating @ reserve with much ease and ata 
net expenditure of but 2 percent. The 


to 
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Rasiqess Bank was able to swell its deposit 
and loan account, and between the Na- 


tional Bank and the Trust Company there 
was 2 per cent. interest in the $10,000 to 
divide as profit. : cae 

Just how far that kind of financiering 
has been carried it is not now possible to 
say, but Chicago bankers are positive that 
just that sort of thing was done, and some 
of them have letters turned over to them 
by country correspondents in which such 
an arrangement was offered. It is sus- 
pected that the assets of the suspended in- 
stitution may be found to consist largely 
of country bank obligations which may 
not prove the most solid security. 


The National Bank of Deposit and the 
First National are New-York correspond- 
ents of the Columbia Bank of Chicago. 


Neither expects to suffer any loss by the 
suspension. 

Cashier H. J. Hanford of the Bank of De- 
posit said yesterday that the Columbia at 
one tjme had a large balance with his bank, 
but it had been reduced gradually until 
on Wednesday bight the Columbia was 
charged with an overdraft of $5,100. 
Yesterday’s collections by the Deposit for 
the Western bank amounted to $4,800 and 
collections to-day, he said, would more 
than make up the difference. 

The First National also is said to be fully 

rotected. Its dealings with the Chicago 
Conk were small. 

The United States National and the 
Chemical National, correspondents of the 
Capital Bank of Indianapolis, are reputed 
to be similarly fortunate. The Indianapolis 
bank had a considerable balance in this 
city. 


DRAGGED DOWN 





BY ITS MATE, 


The Capital National Bank of Indian- 


apolis Closes its Doors. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 11.—The Capital Na- 
tional Bank of this city suspended this morn- 
ing. The statement is made that the closing of 
the bank’s doors was made necessary by the 
failure of the Chemical National Bank of Chi- 
cago last week, which institution owed the Cap- 
ital $100,000. The bank also carried a large 
amount of Premier Steel Works paper. The 
latter concern was placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver last Friday. 

As the bank is the depository for a number of 
building associations, the announcement of its 
suspension came as a great shock to the people. 

President M. D. Wilson and Cashier Charles 
Dougherty, in a statement, say: 

“The Capital National Bank was organized in 
December, 1889, with a paid-up capital stook 
of $300,000. It has done a profitable business 
from the beginning rntil now, and up ‘to Tues- 
day morning, when the nows of the failure of 
the Chemical National Bank of Chicago was 
received, there was nothing in the conditions 


of the business of the bank to canse any con- 
cern or apprehension. The Capital National 
Bank. like other banks throughout the country, 
has puraved a conservative eourse, endeavor- 
ing to keep ite discounts within prudent limits, 
and, as the statement on the 4th of May by the 
Controller of the Currency shows, we had the 
reserve on hand that the banks of this city have 
prudently kept. The condition of the bank is 
good at this time. 

“We had on deposit with the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago at the time of its fail- 
ure $79,000. The Chemical National Bank was 
our correspondent, and the fact that we had 
this amount of deposit became known, creating 
apprehension, and causing heavy drafts to be 
made upon us 

“The bank has available assets at this time 
of over $200,000, not invluding the deposit 
with the Chemical National Bank. If that were 
at the disposal of the bank there would be no 
necessity for taking the step that has been 
taken. The loans and discounts of the bank 
have been conservative, and it ie believed by 
the officers of the bank that they are of excel- 
lent quality. 

“We think the business is in eueh shape as to 
be readily settled up without injury te any of 
the business interests of Indianapolis. There 
are enough available funds on hand to pay al- 
most, if not quite, 25 per cent. to the deposit- 
ors, and the paper is of such character as to be 
easily realized upon, so that there need not be 
much delay in depositors getting their money.”” 

The Capital was not a member of the Clearing 
House Association and has been at war with it. 
When the other banks were asked for aseist- 
ance they met and declined to render any. 

The first public intimation of the failure was 
the placard pasted in the window, and the ex- 
citement for a time was intense. A number of 
people withdrew their deposits from other 
Conke. Arun was made on the Bank of Com- 
merce, which is controlled by the Depaus, who 
also controlled the Premier Steel Works, now in 
the hands of a receiver, but the bank was pre- 
pared for all emergenoies and confidence was 
soon restored. 

The actual liabilities of the Capital are about 
$1,050,000. The paid-up capital stock is $300,- 
000 and the assets are estimated at $250,000. 
The failure may endanger the solvency of banks 
at Vincennes, Sullivan, and Gas City, in which 
Wilson, Doherty, and others are large stock- 
“holders, and between which and the Capital in- 
timate relations existed. 

Controller Eokels telegraphed from Washing- 
ton thata special agent is on his way to take 
charge of the bank. It is believed that the Cap- 
ital will pay 100 cents on the dollar. 





WILMINGTON BANKERS FAIL. 


R. R. Robinson & Co. Are Unable to 
Meet Their Obligations. 


WILMINGTON, Del., May 11.—The announce- 
ment of the failure of R. R. Robinson & Co., 
bankers and brokers of this city, to-day created 
s profound sensation, although rumors of the 
probable failure of the firm have been on the 
street for several days. The Sheriff has seized 
all the property of the bankrupt concern. 

8. A. MacAlister, attorney for the company, 
gave a list of the confessed judgments and 
added: 

“The liabilities, actual and contingent, are 
about $350,000, and the nominal assets about 


$204,000. The judgments confessed to J. Hood 
Wright represent two checks, one for $50,000 
and one for $25,000, money loaned to tide over 
Mr. Robinson's affairs. All the trust claims are 
amply protected. De Haven & Townsend of Phil- 
akcen a are the principal creditors. Their 
claims amount to about $60, The other 
claims range from $500 to $3,000. Some of 
Mr. Robinson’s friends have not given up hope 
that he will ultimately be put on his feet again. 
The causes of the tailure are ee by the 
tirm.as follows: Indorsement of notes, decline 
in the stock market, carrying stocks for cus- 
tomers, and protecting stocks of customers 
without being protected by them. The assets 
inolude property and recoverable bills.” 
PHILADELPHIA, May 11.—Henry C. Robinson, 
the surviving member of the banking and brok- 


erage firm of R. R. Robinson & Co, of Wilming- 
ton, Del., which failed to-day, is a member of 
the Philade!phia Stock Exchange, Dut so far as 
can be learned has no contracts on the board. 
The firm trades through De Haven & Townsend 
of this city, but it is not believed any local con- 
cern is involved. The embarrassed firm was 
founded fifty years ago by RK. R. Robinson, 
father of the present momber, and has always 
been regarded as strictly conservative. Phila- 
delphia brokers are of the opinion that disas- 
trous speculation was the cause of the down- 
fall.

BANK MAY RESUME. 


Deposits of World's Fair Exhibitors to be 
Paid Promptly. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.— Controller Eckels 
was to-day advised that the atockholders of the 
Chemical National Bank of Chicago, whose 
failure was recently announced, will make good 
the impaired capital as soon as the exact amount 
cau be ascertained, and the bank will rosume 
business. 

CurcaGo, May 11.—The olerksin the Exposi- 
tion branch of the suspended Chemical National 
Bank were busy to-day classifying and making 
up the accounts of those depositors who will be 
paid by the voluntary guarantors without wait- 
ing for the report of the Government examiner, 
The depositors are evidently satisfied now with 
the immediate prospect of recelving their mon- 
ey, as none of them were to be seen outside the 
closed doors of the bank to-day. The amount 
of clerical work to be done will probably allow 
of the depositors receiving their money to- 
morrow.

NOVA SOOTIAN WREOKERS. 


Pillaged and 
Then Stole His Schooner. 


Hartirax, N. §, May 11.—When the 
French schooner Rosa left St. Pierre on 
May 2 for North Sydney under command 
of Capt. Dufresne she was manned by a 
crew of six Frenchmen, but when she 
reached Sydney she was in charge of a 
prize crew from Neil’s Harbor. The men 
stated that the vessel had been abandoned 
on Friday last and that they were entitled 
to salvage for bringing her into port. 

Capt. Dufresne and his men, however. 
who arrived by packet, tell altogether a 
different story. The Captain states that 
during a heavy fog on Friday morning bis 
vessel drifted into Neil’s Harbor, and as 
the wind had died out and the schooner 
wasin danger of being carried ashore by 


the strong current, he signaled for assist- 
ance and a boat with a number of men 
rowed out to her These men advised the 
Captain to leave his vessel at once, saying 
that she was in a very perilous position 
and that the swe!l of the sea would soon

After dropping both anchors the Captain 
ordered all hands to go ashore. Next day, 
when the fog had cleared away, he and his 
mate went aboard their Fsatthes,j which was 
riding safely at anchor, and they were sur- 
prised to tind that she had been pillaged by 
some persons from the shore, who had car- 
ried off everything loose. 

Returning to shore, the Captain and mate 
visited a local magistrate to invoke the aid 
of the law, and were surprised to learn that 
they could get no redress. Before they 
could again board their vessel she had been 
got under way. and sailed for Sydney, 

eaving the Frenchmen destitute in a 
strange place. 

Capt. Dufresne has placed the matter in 
the hands of the French Consul, who is 
now holding an investigation. 


THREE BROTHERS INSANE. 


Their Insanity Caused by the Suicide of 
a Brother Who Drowned Himself. 





LiT1Lk Rock, Ark., May 11.—Two weeks 
ago Jeff Barthel, an Italian, who owns a 
small farm at Centre Bridge, in Conway 
County, near Morrillton, suddenly be- 
came insane, and jumped into a well and 
drowned himself. Barthel had a wife and 
several children and two brothers, John 
and Alexander, who lived on the farm 
with him. His suicide preyed on the minds 
of the two brothers, and both became in- 
sane and had to be arrested and locked up 
in the Morrillton Jail 

On Tuesday they were allowed the privi- 
lege of the corridor of the jail, and walked 
about for awhile. John went into the cell 
occupied by Frank Hickey, the alleged 
murderer of John M. Clayton. At first he 
appeared very rational, and while engaged 
in conversation with the prisoner suddenly 
grew violent, and sprang te % Hickey with 
the ferocity of a tiger. In his efforts to 
escape from the cell Hickey fell upon the 

oor. 

‘The madman jumped upon him, and beat 
him severely on the face and head, and 
sinking his teeth in his shoulder, bit out a 

iece of flesh about the size of a walnut. 

‘he Sheriff and a number of persons re- 
duced the two lunatics to submission, and 
locked them up in their cells. 

On Monday Joe Barthel, an employe in 
the Iron Mountain shops, on the north side 
of the river, and a brother of the insane 
man, went to Centre Ridge to look after 
the effects of the brother who had commit- 
ted suicide. He immediately became in- 
same and is now in a pitiable condition 

Sheritf White of Conway County brought 
John and Alex Barthel to this city yester- 
day and placed them in the insane asylum.

DID HARRIS LEAVE A WIFE? 


A Woman Often Saw Him at the Tombs— 
Miss Bruning Says It Was Not She.

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Did Carlyle W. Harris leave a wife? 

A strange story to this effect was in cireula- 
tion yesterday in the gloomy old Tombs Prison, 
in whfch the young medical student was con- 
tined for more than eighteen months. 

It was proved on Harris's trial that he had 
proposed marriage to “Queenie” Drew not 
long before Helen Potts’s death, but there was 
no evidence to show that Harris had married 
the actress, and he was registered at the 
Tombs as a single man when he was first 
brought there after his arrest. 

Soon after Harris was put in the Tombs he 
began to receive visits from a young woman, 
and these visits continued with more or less 
frequency up tothe time Harris was sentenced 
by Recorder Smyth. The woman is de- 
scribed by the keepers atthe Tombs as a tall, 
slender, handsome young woman with dark 
hair and a pale face. She staid at Harris’s cell 
for hours ata time, and the two seemed to be 
not only very closely acquainted, but manifest- 
ed affection for each other. 

Usually so reserved in his communication 


with those who cameto see him, the wife poi- 
soner lost his reserve wheuever his mysterious 
visitor appeared. She was more demonstrative, 
and the keepers soon began to look on her as a 
person deeply smitten with Harris. Frequently 
she showed strong emotion on leaving the cell. 
The young woman was known at the prison 
as Carrie Gruen or Carrie Brun. She gave the 
latter name to the Warden, and said that she 
lived at Seventy-fourth Street and the Western 
eo Her house, she said, had no nuim- 
er. 
The young woman was also a visitor at the 
office of Howe & Hummel, who sucoceded John 
A. Taylor und W. Travers Jerome as Harris’s 
counsel. Here she gave the name of Carrie 
Jones. 
When she first began to visit the prison, the 
young women was accompanied by a sandy- 
complexioned youth, on whom the keepers 
looked as her betrothed, owing to Ais solicitous 
attentions to her. After m,while the sandy- 
haire’xyouth ceased to appeurt at the prison. 
“Miss kruén or Brun,” said the Warden of 
the Tombs yesterday, ** first came to the prison 
in response to anote from Harrie, and was ad- 
mitted to see him on a note from him expressly 
requesting re * she be allowed to visit him. 
Bhe was nota mber of the choir which came 
here every Sunday to sing, but was evidently 
a friend of his. Wenever learned anything of 
her history, or whether Harris had warried ber 
or engaged himself to her prior to his arrest.” 
One of the keepers who watched Harris said: 
“If Harris was not married to Miss Bruen 
before he came here I believe he engaged him- 
— to her after she began to visit him at his 
cell” 
No one named ‘‘ Brun” or “ Brnen” could be 
found yesterday living at Seventy-fourth Street 
and the Western Boulevard. The woman who 
gave her name to Lawyer Howe said her motb- 
er was a widow with a good income. The Lor- 
ing apartment house is the only residence of 
any conseguence at this point, 

The only oceupants of the Loring who bear a 
name at all resembling “‘ Bruen” or * Bran” 
are Mrs. Maria Bruning, a well-to-do widow, 
and her daughter, Carrie Kruning. Thereis a 
Dr. Jones in the house, but he is single and bas 
no relatives living with him. He denied all 
knowledge of ** Carrie Jones.” 

Mrs. Bruning and her daughter were invisible 
to reporters yesterday, and each of them took 
elaborate precautions to avoid being seen. The 
janitor aud thé filunkeyin the hall were both 
under orders to say that the widow aud her 
daughter were out. The flunkey insisted that 
Miss Bruving left in a cab to take the train for 
Chicago at 8:30 A. M., taking two satochels. 

The mother, the funkey said, wentaway early 
inaoab. Leter the janitor said that Mra. Brun- 
ing had come back. AtdP. M. tho flunkey said 
that Mies Bruning had returned from Chicago 
minus her satohe!s. At 5 P. both were re- 
ported out. At 5:30 & messenger boy suc- 
ceoded in reaching the top inside flatin which 
the Brunings dwell, and was met by aoa tall, 
pale-faced, dar&-haired young woman, who de- 
clined to sign for the message, and told the boy 
that Mrs. Bruning would return at 8:30 o’oeloek. 

Atithat hour the night flankey climbed up to 
the widow's flat and bronght dewn word from 
Miss Bruning that she was tired and was suifer- 
ing from a headache. Through the flunkey Miss 
Bruning eeut a verbal messuge to the effect that 
she knew potting of Carlyle Harris, and was 
not the “ Carrie Jones,”’ or “ Carrie Brun,” who 
had visited Harris at the Tombs. 

A note to Misa Bruning brought back a verbal 
repetition of the previous message, with a re- 
quest to correct the stories iu circulation at the 
‘Yombs. 

An ocoupant of the Loring said that Mrs. 
Bruning and ber daughter went out together 
nearly overy day and toek dinner ut a hotel, 
after spending the whole day away. It wasa 
standing order with the fluunkey, this man said, 
te announce that Mra. Bruning and her daugh- 
ter were oul 

The olerk in the drug store opposite the Lor- 
ing said that a sandy-complexioned young man 
with side whiskers kept company with Miss 
Bruning for several years, but vanished abouts 
year ago.

GrRanp Haven, Mich., May 11,—Galif of the 
village of Spring Lake, a short distance from 
here, Was destroyed by fire to-day. The steamer 
Barrett, in passing up the river at 7 o’clock this 
morning, set fire toa sawdust pile by sparks 
from her smokestack.

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JOHN BOYD THAOHER'S NOVELTY 
NOT A HIT. 


Exhibitors of Flowers and Fruits at the 
World's Fair Protest in Vigorous Terms 
Against What He to do— 
They Want the Men 
Who Judge Their Exhibits Know What 
They Are Doing, and Some of the Se-

CHICAGO, May 11,—The novelty of John Boyd 
Thacher’s theories on the system of awards is 
now having practical exemplification in the 
Horticultural Department of the fair. Hereto- 
fore criticism has been made to some extent in 
the dark, as it was not known exactly how Mr. 
Thacher’s original ideas would work out. 
Within the last few days they have for the first 
time beon put in operation, and the result is a re- 
volt of greater proportions than any which the 
Chairman of the Awards Committee has yet 
weathered. 

Yet, John Boyd Thacher swears that what- 
ever any one may say or do it will notcause him 
to swerve a hair’s breadth from the course he 
has mapped out, while the exhibitors again 
threatento withdraw exhibits, and there is 
once more a condition of things which threat- 
ens the success of the fair. 

Stated ina few words, the situation is this: 
Mr. Thacher does not believe in the jury sys- 
tem. He thinks it possible to find an expert in 
fruits or flowers, say, who 1s recognized the 
world over as combining within himself the 
concentrated knowledge of three or five men. 

He says he has found such men, and that in 
the selection of Henry Phister, the White House 
gardener, and Fred Kantze, Superintendent of 
the South Park (Chicago) flower system, 4s 
judges of flowers which are now in bloom in 
the Horticultural Building, he has done better 
than he could possibly do if he appointed a jury 
of five men. 8o, also, in choosing Mr. Woolver- 
ton of Canada and Mr. Babcock of Missouri as 
judges of apples, pears, and grapes, he has 
selected experts who areinall respects com- 
petent to pass on the relative merits of the fruit 
exhibit, and who have the respect of all fruit 
growers. 

Mr. Thacher frankly avows his opposition to 
the jury system, but admits that the exhibitors 
generally prefer it to judges, and in order tu 
placate them he preserves a semblance of that 
system by having a sort of court of appeal, 
which is composed of all the heads of the vari- 
ous departments, which must pass on and ratify 
the decisions of the judges. 

For example, Mr. Woolverton judges apples 


and Mr. Babcock pears, but before their awards 
are announced they must be pussed on by the 
full Board of Chieis of the Horticultural De- 
partment, among whom is the Chief of Flori- 
culture and the Chief of other horticulture! ex- 
hibits, which have no more to do _ with apples 
and pears than machinery has to do with manu- 
factures. 

Itisatthis point that the exhibitors make 
their biggest and strongest kick. The flower 
growers, for example, are strong in denuncia- 
tion of the system as applied to them. So far 
only four familica ef towers have been ready 
for judging. They are Chinese primroses, Per- 
sian violets, cinerarias, and calceolarias. It 
will be several days before the next in order 
will be passed on, They are pansies. 

Now the flower wen say that Mr. Phister and 
Mr. Kantze may excel in one or the other of 
these four species of flowers, or their floricu) t- 
ural knowledge in respect thereto may be nil. 
The exhibitors know that so far as they have 
been able to ascertain, neither of them has 
made a special study of any one of these four 
varieties. They suy that there are men, how- 
ever, Wiio have; that men can be found who 
have devoted themselves exclusively to the cui- 
tivation of one of the four, and they are the 
proper persons to have selected for judges. 
They insist that instead of two men to judge 
every variety of flower aa it comes jn season, 
Thacher should have appointed one Chinese 
primrose expert, one Persian violet expert, one 
cinerari expert, one calceolaria expert, aud one 
pansy expert, which would have made a jury of 
five. Then, when orchids, azaleas, and other 
tlowers come in season, the same principle 
should be applied, and so on through the entire 
eason. 

t More than this, Mr Phister and Mr. Kantze 
have taken copious notes on the four species of 
flowers already judged, but it 1s not their inten- 
tion for some time to make deoisions. That is 
by all odds the florists’ greatest grievance. 
They submit thatif conclusions are to be with- 
held until the species judged has passed its sea- 
gon andis outof bloom there is no safe means 
of determining whether the judges have done 
injuatice or not. If the dacisions were an- 
nounced promptly before tue flowers judged 
had gone out of bloom, then it would be possible 
to determine the correctness of the judges’ con- 
clusions, and exhibitors would have some sort 
of appeal. As itis now, the only court of appeal 
isa departmental board, in which an apple ex- 
pert will have the power to pass on flowers, and 
vice versa. : 

To say that exhibitors are wrought up is to 
putitmildly. Those who show orchids in al- 
most untold and inestimable variety declare 
that they feel like withdrawing their plants, 
because they grow nothing else but orchids, and 
they cannot understand how one floriculturist 
can carry in his head the knowledge of every 
species of flower. They have no means of ascer- 
taining Mr. VPhister’s qualifications to judge 
orchids. As a matter of fact, the greater conli- 
dence is reposed in Mr. Kantze. 

The pomaceous fruit exhibitors say that Mr. 
Thacher’s committee appointed Mr. Woolver- 
ton and Mr. Babcock without knowing which 
was @ poar and which was an apple man and 
that Mr. Thacher expressed ignorance as to 
which was which when he was called on and 
asked to state. 

The New-York State Superintendents of Poma- 
ceous Fruits are leading in therovolt. They 
called on Mr, Thacher to-day and submitted that 
it was hardly likely an apple man conld judge 
grapes, or that a pear man could judge apples, 

The Chairman of the Awards Committee said 
that was not proposed. He said that there was 
no doubt that Mr. Woolverton and Mr, Babcock 
were experts on pears and apples, but which 
was which he himself did not happen to know, 
and it made no difference, because the pear man 
would contine himself to pears and the apple 
man to apples. Neither would judge grapes. 
An expert in Italy had been engaged to judge 
grapes. He had been delayed in reaching 
Chicago, but would probably get here ina few 
days. : . 
This last announcement gave the New-York- 
ers an attack of vertigo. They enid they could 
not understand why the committee had to go 
to Italy for a man to pass on New-York or Cali- 
fornia grapes, They very much doubted the 
wisdom of that procedure, since there were 
varieties of grapes grown in those States which 
were never seen in italy, Would it not be better 
to choose a man Who was familiar with Ameri- 


|. can grapes? they asked. 


Mr. Thacher replied that the Italian might 
not get here after all, in which event an Ameri- 
can wonld probably be choseu, When the com- 
mittee came away one ef the members said: 

“We will get the jury system in the end. 
The pressure being brought is too great for the 
Committee ou Awards to withstand.” 

Mr. Thacher said: “Of course, there is a 
great deal of objection to the system we have 
adopted, but there probably would have been 
more bad we chosen.avy other. It will all 
come around in the end, and exhibitors will 
conelude to conform to the Awards Committee's 
way of thinking. 

“In selecting judces we have secured the 
best men to be found in the world, and their 
decisions will be such as to restore contidence. 
All we need is a little time.” 

The judges of pomaceous fruits began their 
work this afternoon. They peyeores theim- 
selvesfor the ordeal by fasting a couple of 
days, and until about Saturday their only diet 
will be apples, pears, and grapes. 

Mr. Woolverton, after sampling a slice from 
each of 120 varieties of apples exhibited by 
New-York, said he had a job in store for Mra.

WANT THOMAS TO RESIGN. 


The Sub-Committee’s Report, However, Is 
Not Likely to Have Any Effect. 


Cuicaco, May 11.—The committee of the 
National Commission, which has been tnvesti- 
gating the music row, made its report to-day, 
and in itsaid thatthe usefulness of Theodore 
Thomas at the head of the Bureau of Music was 
60 impaired that in their judgment his services 
should be further dispensed with, and recom- 
mended that the Director General be instructed 
to request his resignation. 

This report will be acted upon by the commis- 
sion to-morrow afternoon. Whatever action 
that bedy may take, Mr. Thomas ie likely to re- 
main in his present position. He bas received 
in the past the support of the local directory, 
which furnishes the money for his dep artment, 
and he will probably be backed up bythe di- 
rectory now. 

Commissioner St. Clair will oppose the adop 
tion of the committee’s report in the meeting 
to-inorrow. Mr. 8% Clair is one of the four 
members of the Couneil of Administration, 
which is the supreme power in exposition 
affairs. 

He will say that it is inadvisable for the com- 
mission to put itself on record by the adoption 
ofthe report. He and the other members of the 
Council of Administration believe thatthe row 
should be settled in some other way. 

The report states that the committee gave at- 
tention to the alleged boycott of musical in- 


struments in Themas’s orchestra against 
certain inetruments made by exhibitors at the 
exposition. 

The testimony showed that Edmund Schue- 
cher, the harpist, gave a voluntary testimonial 
May 18,1892, to Lyon & Healy on the excel- 
lence of their harps. October 13, 1892, he wrote 
to the firm asking for $1,000 a year and 10 per 
cent. of sales made through his agency. He 
said that if the proposition was not accepted he 
would have to use some other wake of harp, he 
having used the Lyon & Healy harp up to that 
time. The preposition was not accepted. 

Miss HRreitsohuck and Mrs. Lawrence had 
used Lyon & Healy harps in the rehearsals, 
but on May 1, 1893, Miss Breitachuck wrote to 
Lyon & Healy seying that Mr. Thomas re- 
fused to allow the use of their harp in bis 
orchestra. Mr, Schuecher admitted having told 
Miss Breitschuck that Mr. Thomas did not 
want the Lyen & Healy harp used. Since 
May 1, the Errard harp had been used. . 

Mr. Thomas denied knowing anything about 
Schuecher’s letter, or being in any way con- 
nected with any house engaged in selling or 
manufacturivg musical instruments. He ad- 
mitted that artists accepted pay for exploiting 
instruments, but this was none of his business. 
He claimed to bein absolute charge of the mu- 
sical features of the exposition, subject only to 
the Musical Committee of the directory in giv- 
ing him money to carry out his plans. 

He said he bad control of the kind of instru- 
ments to be used in bis orchestra, and that he 
conceded to ftiratclass artista the right to use 
thoir own instruments if, in his judgment, they 
were good. 

The report took up the question of exhibits 
aud stated that early in the year several tirmsg 
withdrew. The Director General bad said that 
uo pianos should be used in concerts except 
those made by exhibitors. April 18 he repeated 
the pledge, and April 21 was upheld by the 
unanimous vote of the Council of Adininistra- 
tion, and he &0 telegraphed Kastern people. 

The Director General told Mr. Thomas not to 
engage persons who were under obligations to 
use instruments made by non-exhbibitors. The 
result was that several firms that had refused 
to exhibit decided to dose. One million dollars 
had been expended by exhibitors in getting their 
displays in place, 

These facts were known to Mr. Thomas, but he 
had used in concerts pianos made by non-ex- 
hibitors. Prof. Peabody, Chairman of the De- 

vartment of Liberal Arts, bad applied to Lyon & 

lealy to huve them build an organ in the 
Woman's Bullding. Mr. Thomas was to call and 
approve the organ. He did not do so, but 
ordered another organ to take its 
place, made by a non-exhibiting firm, 
This and other instances showed, the 
committee says, insubordination on the part of 
Mr, Thomas, and the question now was whether 
the commission should break ite pledge, made 
through the Director General, to exhibitors or 
whether Mr. Davis should be sustained. 

The recommendation was then made that Mr. 
Thomas be asked for bis resignation, 


Is Natural Gas Dutiable? 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—A novel case has 
come up for the decision of the Treasury De- 
partment in its enforcementof the customs 
laws. It involves the question of the character 
of natural gas, whether it comes under the tar- 
iff lawe as @ mineral product er in any other 
way. 

Natural gas ja imported in great quantities by 
pipe-line companies into Buffalo, N. Y., from 
Canada, The Buffalo gas companies complain 
that the natural gas companies should pay a 
duty on the imported natural ges, and the mat- 


ter is now before the Board of General Apprais- 
ers at New-York for decision. Appraiser Wil- 
kinson of the board, who is investigating the 
subject, has arrived here for the purpose of tak- 
ing testimony of United States Government 
officials in the case. He will take the evidence 
of Major Powell of the Geological Survey and 
other solontiste of the survey and of officials of 
the Smithsonian Institution. 

The decision will be importantin its bearing 
when rendered.

MR, HARBY I8 OENSURED. 


Offended Sons of Confederate Veterans Feel 
Their Wrongs Are Righted. 


Mr. Max E. Harby of the New-York Camp of 
the Sons of Confederate Veterans, who recently 
senta circular letter to the majority of the 
members of that organization upbraiding them 
for what be termed their “gross and contemptible 
indifference,” in not attending the meetings of 
the organization more regularly, had no cause to 
complain of the attendance that mustered last 
night in the organization's rooms at 98 Fifth 
Avenne to make things hot for him for the writ- 
ing of that letter. 

From the beginning of the meocting it was ap- 
yorens that feeling ran very strong against Mr. 

arby. 

Capt. James Gwatkin, to whom Mr. Harby 
had sent a special letter of censure for con- 
stant non-attendauoe, took the chair, with H. R. 
Robertson, Jr., another particularly aggrieved 
one, as Secretary. Capt. Gwatkin stated that 
he had been specially censured in terms unfit- 
ting to be used to a gentleman, and demanded a 
complete vindication at the hands of the camp. 

Mr. George Thornberg offered a resolution 
that Mr. Harby and the Executive Committee, 
under whose instructions he:said that he sent 
out the letter, be instructed by the camp to 
send out another apologizing for the first. 

At this Mr. Harby Jumped up, his eyes snap- 
ping angrily. He made along speech which 
was brimful of detiance. He owned that he had 
been wrong in one ortwo expressions .that he 
had used, and said thathe wus sorry that ol- 
fense had been given when no offense was 
meant. 

“In the main, however,” he went on, “I con- 
tend that I was right. [ have nothing to re- 
tract and, with the exceptionof a few expres 
sions that may have been somewhat too strong, 
nothing to apologize for.” 

The discussion ended in an amendment to Mr. 
Thornberg’s motion, resolving that Mr. Harby’s 
action be repudiated and he be strongly cen- 
cured. This amendment was carried by a vote 
of something like two to one, and then the 
whole motion was passed by a unanimous vote. 

It was also resolved to cancel the minutes of 
the meeting at which the Executive Committee 
had decided upon the issuance of the circular 
letter. 

The resuit of the censure passed upon Mr. 
Harby was so satisfactory to several members 
that twenty-five resignations which had boen 
offered were withdrawn.

3. The biauks for discharge “‘ without honor” will 
be used in the following cases only: (a) Whena 
soldier is discharged without trial on account 
of fraudulent enlistment. (0) When he is dis- 
charged without trial on account of having become 
disqualified for service, physically or in character, 
through hia own fault. (c) When the discharge is 
on account of imprisonment under sentence ofa 
civilcourt. (d@) When at the time of the soldier's 
discharge, ator after the expiration of his term of 
enlistment, he is in confinement under the sentence 
of a general court-martial which does not provide for 
dishonorable discharge.

THE ATLANTA TAKES HER TIME 
TO OBEY HIS ORDERS. 


Still Lying in New-York Harbor, Though 
Under Orders to Sail at Once for Nica- 


ragua—Naval Men Cannot Account for 


the Delay of Commander Higginson— 


Prompt Action of the Alliance on Re- 
ceiving Similar Orders at Mare Island 
—Latest News of the Revolution, 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—Two weeks ago arevo- 
lution broke outin Nicaragua To-day, accord- 
ing to the latest account received at the State 
Department, the Government that was in 
power a fortnight ago has been overthrown, 
and there seems to be small probability that 
the revolution will be reversod. 

The news does not create any excitement 
about the State Department, but some effects 
of it upon the Navy Department provoke agreat 
deal more interest and discussion than the 
probable effect ofa dhange of administrations 
in Nicaragua. The revolution, which took place 
on April 28, was led by ex-President Zavala. It 
seems that he had organized his followers eare- 
fully, that they were supplied with arms and 
ammunition in abundance and of good quality, 
and that every step was taken with reasonable 
certainty that sympathizers with the movement 
would be found at all important points. Per- 
baps the item of news that the revolutionisis 
had seized the vessels of the Nicaragua Canal 
Company, at the east and west ends of the 
canal, gave the State Department officers the 
greatest concern, for there has been so much 
money invested in the works that it was well 
understood that the Government of the United 
States would be expected to render all nec- 


essary protection _to that property and to hold 
the people of Nicaragua to account for any 
damage inflicted upon it. 

Having taken possession of the terminals of 

he canal, the revolutionists also gained control 
of the towns of Grenada, Masaya, Rivas, Chon- 
tales, Matazalpa, San Juan del Norte, and 
other places. These towns are nearly all slong 
the line of the canal and to the westward of the 
mountains, where the population is densest. 

While the forces engaged on both sides do not 
number, according to latest accounts, 10,000 
men, thatisa large number in a country so 
sparsely populated as Nicaragua. ‘the revolu- 
Uonists are reported to be officered by men of 
experience, to be supplied with excelient arms, 
plenty of ammunition, and even with Gatling 
guns. Zavala’s force is much superior to the 
Government forces under President Sacasa, the 
revolutionists numbering from 3.000 to 5,000 
soldiers, while the forces of the Government 
amount to but 2,000 men. The Government 
forces are said by the persons giving informa- 
tion to the Department of State to be poorly 
officered and to lack organization. 

The desperation of President Sacasa’s cause 
is indicated by the report that bis troops have 
made three attacks upon Massaya, and that all 
wero unsuccessful, Toe meet the emergency the 
Government has prociaimed martial law and 
has ordered a forced loan of $600,000. Under 
the circumstances it looks as though tho Gov- 
ernment would tind it impossible to collect its 
forced loan. Our own representative in Nie- 
aragua givosit as his opinion that the revolu- 
tion is a practival success. 

When the earliest report of the disturbances 
in Nicaragua were heard at the 
ment it was regarded as prudent to order a 
vessel to that country to protect American in- 
terests. The Atlanta was ready at New- York, 
and she was at firat directed to huld herself in 
readiness to sail, and soon after was ordered to 
sail. Secretary Herbert went to New-York 
under the impression that the vessel was on her 
way, and Aasistant Secretary McAdoo, upon 
the Secretary’s telegraphed directions, fas 
made a peremptory order that shesail. That 
would seem to be enough if the man in com- 
mand of the ship was at all prompt 

The Assistant Secretary will say nothing to- 
night except that the Atlanta has been ordered 
to sail, and that she will undoubtedly get off at 
euce. Around the department, however, there 
are men who say that the commander of the 
Atlanta is evidently determined to take his own 
time, and who are wondering how itis that the 
department will stand such performances as 
that of Commander Higginson. A peremptory 
order to 6ail should be obeyed without question.

prompt or unquestioning than he about obeying 
an order. 

Long after the Atlanta's commander was or- 
dered to hold himself in readiness, and not long 
before he was ordered to sail, the department 
notified Capt. Whiting of the Alliance, now at 
Mare Island Navy Yard, to hold himself in 
readiness to goto Nicaragua. Thereport came 
that the Alliance would be ready May 20. Then 
the order was sent to ‘‘sailat once,” and back 
came the response that the Alliance would sail 
to-day. At the department this very speedy 
acknowledgement of the orders to move “4 at- 
tributed to the energy of Capt. Howison of the 
Mare Island Navy Yard. So, while the Alliance 
is on her way to Nicaragua to protect the in- 
terests of the United States on the west const, 
the Atlanta is held at New-York by some one 
who feels gerteotiy safe in disregarding the 
positive orders of the Secretary of the Navy. 

There is much comment upon this tardiness, 
and it is contrasted by officers of the navy who 
were at the naval rendezvous with the swift 
action of the British under like circumstances. 
As the British fleet arrived in Hampton Roads 
it consisted of five vessels, the smallest of 
which was the gunboat Partridge. One morn- 
ing she lay at anchor, her officers were coming 
on shore in squads for pleasure or business, 
and the whole company was counting on bhav- 
ing a good time in the Roads and at New-York. 
In the afternoon the gunboat was gone. 
A dispatsoh received during. the forenoon 
gave information of a diffitulty on one 
of the British West India Islands, 
Vice Admiral Hopkins was asked for help. . The 
order was given for the Partridge to sall, and in 
less than three hours she had left her anchorage 
and was out between the Capes. The crowd at 
the Hygeia Hotel did not know whither she 
had gone until hours after she had disappeared. 

It will probably not be regarded as a light 
matter by the Navy Department that the 
Pacific coast is setting an example of efliciency 
and promptness to one of the vessels of the fa- 
mous review squadron. 


PANAMA, Via Galveston, May 11.—Newspapers 
receive. from Costa Riea say that the tight be- 
tween the Government and the revolutionists 


in Nicaragua is centring at Masaya, and bids 
fair to be a long and stubborn one.

TRIALS OF HANDICAP HORSES. 


Leonawell, Terrifier, Russell, Mars, and 


Others Do Some Fast Work. 


A host of people went to the Coney Island tracks 
yesterday to see the trials of the horses there which 
are to start in the Brooklyn Handicap on Monday. 
The one thing that most of the visitors wanted to 
see was a trial of Lamplighter, who has been sent 
on from Jobstown to carry the colors of the Ranco- 
cas Stable in the great race. Looohatchee had been 
intended for it, but he was left at the farm, and itis 
announced that he broke down in a trial with Lamp- 
lighter made for Mr. Lorillard’s benefiton Tuesday 
last. So Lamplighter is just now the oentre of at- 
traction for visitors to the track. 

But Mr. Huggins, who trains the champion of 
1892, did mot give Lamplighter any sharp work, 
merely cantering him around the Sheepshead Bay 
track in company with La Tosca, Julien, Yemen, 
Derfargilla, Kildeer, and a few others in the string. 


Lamplighter will get a fast spin either this morning 
or to-morrow. 

Levuawell gave the critics something to talk about 
when he worked the Handicap distance over the 
Gravesend track with “Jimmy” Lawmopley in the 
saddle, The weight the horse carried was said to be 
10v pontnds, but thatis guess-work, ani of course a 
stable secret. However, he covered the Handicap 
distance—one mile aud a quarter—in 2:12, which 
was within a second of his trial on Tuesday last, 
when he covered the route in 2:11. The fractioual 
time of the trial was 0:1844, 0:27%, 0:384, 0:52, 
1:0349, 1:18%4, 1:30, 1:44, 1:59, and 2:12, 

After this trial Lambiey gave Territier his work, 
with about the same weight, the time in this trial 
being 2:13. 

Charade was given slow work only, being cantered 
about the track twice without being pushed at any 
part of the journey. 

Judge Morrow, who does not like to work slone, 
was given aspin of a mile in 1:43%, and the critics 
did not like the performance. This looks as if he 
might be the dangerous horse in the race, for the 
critics all condemned his work last year just befure 
he won the race in such grand style. [llume, which 
is being trained by Green B. Morris for John E. 
Madden, was “sq a short, sharp brush, and there is 
a chance thathe may be sent to the post for the race. 

Russell got his trial at the Sheepshead Bay track 
late in the forenoon, coming on the track with Mars, 
Littlefield having the mount on Russell and Penn 
riding Mars. The pair were sept a mile and a hall, 
running the Handicap distance well together in 
2:12. After the mile and a quarter was passed, 
Mars forged to the front and covered the mile anda 
half very easily in 2:42, while it took Russelia 
second and a haiflonger to gotheroute. It is possi- 
ble that, as a result of the trial, Mars will be the 
Morrie candidate for the race, or that both of them 
may be sent for the rich prize. 

Mr. M. F. Dwyer announces that he will certainly 
start Banquet, Kaceland, Kingston, and Nomad in 
the race, and winifhe can with whichever horse 
may be able to capture the prize. ‘ihe quartet 
willcome from the Elizabeth track to the Graves- 
end track some time to-day, andjwili probably get 
their final trial te-morrow morning. 

The best work done at the isiand tracks Sp reed 
was vy Rainbow, the three-year-old son of Longfel- 
low and Buffand Biue, which isinthe stable of J. 
A. & A. H. Morris. With Littlefield in the saddle, 
and, therefore, carrying about 110 pounds, he worked 
a mile and a quarter in 2:10 'y in fauitiess style. The 
fractional time, which will naturally interest every 
horseman, was 0:12%4, 0:25, U:3742, O:5144, 1:05%, 
1:4349, 1:574%, 2:104s.

They are certainly a pre- 
possessing lot and will be heard of to advantage 
when the time arrives. Mr. Gideon is a daily visitor 
at the track to see his horses at work. Ramapo, as 
usual, took the lead of one of the finest strings of 
horses in America. His Highness, looking as sleek as 
a ground mole, followed the American Derby candi- 
date. Ramapo worked a mile by himself, going 

randly, and looking to be one of the most improv 

orses in training. 

His Highness worked six furlongs at a good clip 
and showed all his old-time dash and speed. 

Kinglet was suited by the fine, summerlike day.

A press dispatch, published yesterday, 
ascribes to three German tramps an ex- 
traordinary feat of pedestrianism. Ii al- 
leges that they have walked from New- 
York to Winnipeg, Manitoba, in * exactly 
thirty-seven days,” and that the distance 
is ‘over 1,800 miles.” Suppose it to be an 
even 1,800, and they must have walked 
48 24-37 milesa day to make the distance 
in the time. This would break the records 
of all professional pedestrianism. The time 
was when Capt. Barciay’s feat of walk- 
ing 1,000 miles in 1,000 hours was un- 
paralleled. It has been beaten since, but 
the men who have beaten it have not ap- 
proached the prowess of the German 
tramps. The record is now 1,500 miles in 
1,000 consecutive hours. But that is far 
eclipsed by the performance reported from 
Winnipeg, which is of 1,800 miles in 888 
hours. This isso far beyond any precedent 
of endurance in this respect that we are 
reluctantly forced to the conclusions (1) 
that the German tramps lied, and (2) that 
their lics were accepted and promulgated 
without examination by the press agent at 
Winnipeg, Manitoba; hence, the only rec- 
ord broken is, possibly, the record for 
lying. 


WHICH IS THE SUPPLICANT FOR 
FAVOR ? 
There has been a notion in the public 
mind that the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany was seeking at the hands of the 
Rapid-Transit Commission the privilege 
of extending its lines and occupying all 
the available ground to the exclusion 
of other means for meeting the require- 
ments of the city for rapid transit, and 
that such a privilege would be of great 
value toit. It was supposed to be some- 
thing that it would gladly get and consent 
to pay forif only it could be obtained on 
reasonable terms and conditions. But the 
officers and counsel of that modest corpora- 
tion seem to be trying to put the commis- 
sion in the position of the supplicant and 
to appear itself only as a consenting party. 
It expresses its willingness to do certain 
things ifit can do them in its own way 
and in its own time, and not have to pay 
for them asaprivilege. It does not go quite 
so far as toask to be paid for extending 
its lines and increasing its facilities, but it 
does claim that it can do so only at a loss, 

The Rapid-Transit Commission has prac- 
tically putitselfin the position of a sup- 
plicant for favor at the hands of the Man- 
hattan Company by abandoning all other 
means of doing auything for rapid transit. 
It recognizes the necessity of doing some- 
thing, and it has virtually admitted that it 
can be done only through the elevated 
railroad monopoly. That ‘“ organized ap- 
petite” for franchises and privileges has 
been quick to seize the advantage and as- 
sume the attitude of dictating terms and 
conditions. It tells what it will do and 
what it will not do, putting it on the 
ground of ability rather than willingness, 
but practically offering terms to be ac- 
cepted. 

The arguments put forward as to the 
prospects of profit and loss are hardly 
worth considering, for itis plain to any one 
who ig familiar with the history of the in- 
crease of traveling facilities in this city that 
the proposed privileges of extension will 
become of great value within a few years, 
and itis legitimate for a corporation to work 
for the future. The Commissioners should 
not allow themselves to be held in the po- 
sition of suppliants, and should not sub- 





mit to be dictated to by the Manbattan 
Company. They should, no doubt, exam- 


and give the company a fair chance. 
they should retain the right to lay down 
conditions aud exact terms. These should 
be reasonable, but the rights and interests 
of the public should be considered as well 
as those of the corporation.

THE MERCHANTS’ VIEW. 

The current number of the Dry Goods 
Economist contains interviews with a num- 
ber of merchants in this city, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, and Chicago regarding the pres- 
ent prospects of trade as shown by their 
experience and observation. Several 
things are made plain by the expressions 
of these gentlemen. One, and perhaps the 
most important with reference to the im- 
mediate future, is that the dry goods busi- 
ness throughout the country has, on the 
whole, been conducted prudently. One 
gentleman in New-York says: ‘There is 
really no cause for alarm. Business has 
been conducted on the most conserva- 
tive lines; stocks are smaller than has 
been the case for years.” A Philadelphia 
merchant remarks: 

“A few years ago, a fright such as that of 
last week would have thrown large lots of 
staple dry goods on the market to be sold for 
whatever they would bring, in order to realize 
cash, but business in this line is of late years 
done upon a more conservative basis. This 
prevents large stoqks being held by the manu- 
facturers, so that in times of a tight money 
market they are not compelled to throw the 
goods out for what they will bring, as formerly.” 

Another, in Chicago, says: “Collections 
are good. The situation is healthy.” Still 
another, in the same city, says: ‘‘I see no 
indication of uneasiness in mercantile 
circles. As an evidence of soundness, I 
would mention the fact that of thirty-seven 
importing houses of whom we buy not one 
is willing to grant us any discount for ad- 
vance payment.” 

Another point brought out by these in- 
terviews is the general agreement among 
the merchants consulted that there can be 
no secure and lasting prosperity in the dry 
goods or any other business so long as the 
present dangerous financial legislation is 
continued. One New-York merchant, a 
member of a large firm, says: 

*“‘The worst feature in the financial situation 
is the so-called Sherman bill. It is ridiculous 
to force our Government to buy silver and pay 
gold forit. If this bill is recalled and a sound 
financial policy substituted, money from Eu- 
rope would flow into this oountry, for Euro- 
peans do not like the outlook in Europe and 
would consider their money more safely in- 
vested here. But to pay their good gold at the 
risk of getting back depreciated currency is not 
good policy for them, and they would like first 
to see the outcome of our financial policy. Were 
it not for this we could predict a very good Fall 
business.” 

Auother in Chicago says: ‘* We shall not 
be exempt from stringencies of this kind 
until the silver bill is repealed,” Still an- 
other in the same city: ‘‘ Untilthe currency 
question is disposed of, the money market 
will certainly be subject to stringency at 
any time and in @ manner most unex- 
pected.” Andathird: ‘“ Repeal the Sher- 
man act and all will be well.” A Philadel- 
phia merchant says: 

“ The country, after a series of years of enor- 
mous speculation when money was plenty and 
oredit cheap, seems, in my opinion, to be going 
through a steady buthealthy liquidation. Added 
to this and aggravating the situation somewhat 
is the serious lack of confidence on the part of 
foreign owners in all classes of our securities 
which do not happen to be made payable in 
gold of the present standard, The fact that this 
feeling has prompted the foreigners to sell back 
to us an enormous amount of our bonds ata 
time when our imports are heavier than ever 
before and exports less than for a long time 

has brought about avery unpleasant stat of 
affairs financially. The only sure relief, in my 
opinion, isin the absolute and permanent repeal 
of the Sherman bill.” 


Undoubtedly these views are much the 
same as those held in all parts of the coun- 
try by men engaged in various lines of 
business. They form a body of public 
opinion which cannot fail to have its effect 
upon Congress when it comes together in 
the early Autumn. During the recess, 
members of Congress, in their intercourse 
with their constituents, will become aware 
of this feeling. In the meantime every day 
that passes without serious disturbance 
adds to the security of the situation. 








THE BERING SEA ARGUMENTS. 

It would be a source of satisfaction if 
we could see in the able and ingenious ar- 
guments of our counsel before the Board of 
Arbitration in Paris a prospect that the 
claims of the United States would be sus- 
tained. But so far as questions of jurisdic- 
tion and of rights under international law 
are concerned, these brilliant efforts of 
Mr. CARTER and Mr. CouprErtT seem like a 
tremendous effort to make the bestof a 
weak case. 

The change through which the argu- 
mentation in support of our claim to pro- 
tect the national sealing isterest on the 
Pribilof Islands by preventing the de- 
struction of seals in the open sea has gone 
in the last five years is very curious and 
interesting. Mr. Bayanrp, as Secretary of 
State, started upon the safe and tenable 
ground that the object could only be at- 
tained by international agreement, but 
Mr. BLAINE cast that aside, and boldly as- 
sumed that the United States had all the 
jurisdiction and power necessary for the 
protection of the interest for itself, even jo 
the extent of seizing auy vessels engaged in 
the capture of seals in Bering Sea east of 
the line laid down in the cession of Alaska. 
He argued for exclusive jurisdiction within 
those limits, but being driven from that 
ground, found something peculiar in the 
sealing interest entitling us to transcend 
the ordinary jurisdiction in order to pro- 
tect it, / 

Mr. BLarne did not venture to claim ex- 
clusive ownership in the seal herds that 
resort to the Pribilof Islands, wherever 
they might be found, but he did maintain 
that to attack them when away from the 
breeding grounds was conira bonos mores 
and akin to piracy. Mr. E. J. PHELPS car- 
ried this idea of a peculiar right of posses- 





sion and control over the seal life of the 
eastern side of the Bering Sea somewhat

Butit is boldly pro- 
claimed and ingeniously argued that the 
herds of seals which pass the Summer on 
the Pribilof Islands for the purpose of 
multiplying and of having those possessing 
choice skins culled out by contractors with 
the Government are the absolute property 
of the United States. It is maintained 
that, though they wander in unknown 
depths all Winter, they intend to come 
home in the Summer, and in all their wan- 
derings they are still our property. If they 
are killed while seeking food or disporting 
themselves far from shoreit is robbery of 
the United States Government, and we 
have aright to send out armed vessels to 
seize the marauders, whatever their na- 
tionality, and to confiscate their booty and 
condemn the vessels to forfeiture. 

This is a wholly new theory of the char- 
acter of seals and of national rights, and if 
it were to be sustained it is not easy to see 
what consequences might follow quite 
apart from the sealing interest. But there 
is no likelikood that it will be sustained. 
The utmost that we can hope from these 
labored arguments is that the arbitrators 
will be impressed with the importance to 
us of the Bering Sea sealing interest and 
our right to protection from its destruc- 
tion, and will be favorably disposed to an 
international arrangement which shall ef- 
fectually secure that result,

FOR MR. CARLISLE TO CONSIDER. 

It seems that the case of Mr. STURTEVANT 
is still in the hands of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and has not finally been acted 
upon. This gives Mr. CARLISLE senior a 
chance to consider some things that have 
escaped the attention of his son, or may 
not have been regarded by him as requiring 
attention. 

One is the effect upon the Treasury 
service generally of the removal of a ca- 
pable and experienced officer without 
cause, simply because the place is not 
covered by the civil service rules. The 
effect upon Mr. STURTEVANT is reiatively 
unimportant; that upon the service is very 
important indeed, and must be wholly bad. 

Another point which Mr. CARLISLE should 
reflect upon is the eftect of this removal 
upon the reputation of the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration. It is clearly in contradiction 
to Mr. CLEVELAND’s own strong statements 
of principle and purpose. The Secretary 
can hardly desire gratuitously to discredit 
Mr. CLEVELAND. 

Still another point is the utter inconsist- 
ency between this foolish and unbusiness- 
like removal and Mr. CARLISLE’s general 
reputation for impartiality and devotion 
to duty. That reputation has been won 
by years of upright and sensible con- 
duct in office, Surely the Secretary does 
not now wish to impair it. 








CORDAGE AND CAMPAIGN FUNDS. 

The interesting fact has been reported in 
our news columns that the President o 
the Cordage Trust, Mr. J. M. WATERBURY, 
has contributed large sums to the cam- 
paign funds of the Republican Party. It 
is natural that this should excite some cu- 
riosity as to the effect of that party's tariff 
legislation upon the industry which Mr. 
WATERBURY’s combination sought to con- 
trol. The raw materials of the cordage in- 
dustry are manila, sisal grass, hemp, istle, 
and other similar vegetable fibres. The fin- 
ished products are cables, rope, twine, and 
other varieties of cordage 

Before the enactment of the McKinley tar- 
iff duties upon all these raw materials were 
collected, and the duties on the finished 
products were so high that only small 
quantities were imported. For example, 
in the year immediately preceding the pas- 
sage of the McKinley bill the value of all 
the cables, cordage, and twine imported 
was less than $83,000. It will be seen that 
the duties were practically prohibitory. 

The McKinley act placed on the free list 
allof the Trust’s raw materials, hemp ex- 
cepted. This was done in spite of the vig- 
orous protests of organizations of farmers 
in the West and Southwest, who were inter- 
ested in the production of hemp, and who 
urged that the professed policy of the party 
required that hemp should be protected not 
only by duties on imported hemp but also 
by duties on the other similar vegetable 
fibres that were used as substitutes for 
hemp. Their protests had no weight, how- 
ever, against the demands of certain gen- 
erous contributors to the campaign fund 
who desired that manila, sisal, and other 
vegetable tibres should be admitted free of 
duty. 

The following table shows the value of 
the imports of these fibres in the year im- 
mediately preceding the enactment of the 
McKinley tariff, when they were dutiable, 
and in the year ending on June 30, 1892, 
when they were on the free list, and also 
the sum paid in dutiesin the first of these 
years!

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When the raw material used in the manu- 
facture of this twine was put on the free 
list, the duty on such twine was reduced 
to 7-10 of a cent per pound, which is by no 
means a large duty, but it was enough to 
prevent importations. The official reports 
show that the value of such twine imported 
in the first year of the new tariff was only 
$33. In the next year the value was 
$13,828, but this indicates a very small 
and insignificant quantity in comparison 
with the enormous quantity consumed in 
this country. The duty on binding twine 
has been practically prohibitory. 

The makers of the McKinley tariff re- 
moved the duties on the combination’s raw 
materials, and retained on the combina- 
tion’s products duties high enough to ena- 
ble it todefy competition from abroad. In 
the early part of the Trust’s carcer we fre- 
quently reported large advances in prices 
which were made under the shelter of this 
legislation. The people should have gained 
the entire amount of the rolinquished 
duties on the raw materials, but the opera- 
tions of this combination during the period 
when ita profits were large: deprived them 
of the greater part of this benefit. A glance 
at the early history of the Cordage Trust 
will show that those large contributions to 
the campaign funds of the Republican 
Party were a profitable investment.

THE QUICKEST YET. 

It is a matter for some national pride 
that the ‘‘ world’s record” for the speed of 
a railway train should pass to the United 
States. 

Before the Empire State Express mado 
its mile in thirty-five seconds on Tues- 
day, the best American record for a mile 
was thirty-seven seconds, made on the 
New-Jersey Central last November on a 
down grade of twenty-two feet to the mile. 
Even with conditions so favorable this was 
a wonderful performance, being at the rate 
of 97.3 miles an hour. The difference of 
two secondsin favor of the Empire State 
Express on the New-York Central was a 
very remarkable advance, being the equiva- 
lent of a reduction of eight seconds in the 
“mile record” of trotting horses. But 
Wednesday’s performance of the same train 
over the same road and the same division 
of the road was far more wonderful, being 
a reduction of three seconds and the at- 
tainment of a speed of over 112 miles an 
hour. Such a speed vindicates not only the 
power of the locomotive, but the absolute 
perfection of track and equipment, and ‘is 
in this way especially valuable. There is 
probably no other road in the country of 
which the conditions, natural and artificial, 
are so favorable to high speed as the New- 
York Central from Albany to Buffalo, and 
the Western Division, from Rochester to 
Buffalo, seems to be especially adapied to 
record breaking.

IMMIGRATION TO THE SOUTH. 

It is announced from Richmond that the 
Governors of Virginia and other Southern 
States have received propositions from im- 
migration agents in the Northwest to de- 
liver foreign settlers to the Southif the 
agents are suitably rewarded for tbat 
service. 

There are a good many reflections to 
be made upon this proposition. There is 
no doubt that the South needs labor, and 
it is equally free from doubt that it will 
not receive this labor in the natural course 
of emigration. Systematic and official ef- 
forts have from time to time been made to 
effect the diversion of immigration which 
is now proposed. The natural agents for 
this purpose are the railroads of the South. 
The new railroads need labor for their own 
construction, and after they are built and 
in operation they have a clear and direct 
interest in attracting immigration, in the 
first place asa profitable branch of trafiic, 
and in the second to build up and populate 
the regions to which they minister, and in 
the productiveness and populousness of 
which theirown prosperity lies. They find 
little difficulty in obtaining by contract 
the crude labor that is needed for railroad 
building, though even this is generally im- 
ported. Even thisis transient and migra- 
tory. The railroad-building Italians for 
the most part make their way out of the 
South again when their immediate task is 
performed, and leave the permanent labor 
of the South to the African race, 

Ever since slavery disappeared African 
labor has been becoming less and leas trust- 
worthy. The improvidence and shiftless- 
ness of the negro character, which were 
doubtless fostered by slavery, have had 
ample time to disappear under free- 
dom, but they have not disappeared. 
The agricultural labor in the South 
is less trustworthy than it was twen- 
ty or ten years ago, while for labor 
applicable to other industries than agri- 
culture the South is absolutely at a loss. 
The South ought to be the most tempting 
field for immigrationin the world, but it is 
not tempting at all even for crude labor, 
while it seems to be absolutely repellent 
to that more valuable class of immigrants 
who come to till the soil or to engage in 
other industries on their own account. As 
a matter of supply and demand the South 
ought to be that part of the United States 
which is growing most rapidly by immi- 
gration, whereas, siice immigration from 
Africa ceased, it is that part which has 
grown most slowly. 


The causes for this backwardness are 


| evidently not economic mainly, but social. 


It behooves every Southerner who is anx- 


to ascertain what these causes are, that he 
may do what in him lies to remove them. 
But paying a bounty for the diversion of 
immigration from its natural channels does

Narrow Policy of the Academy as Regards, 
New Members. ‘ 


There must be some special virtue to April 
and May in the minds of Academicians and 
members of the Society of American Artiste, 
otherwise ther would not hold the annual shows 
of the greatest importance at this season, 
when everybody 18 tired from the rush of Win- 
ter work and play and many among those who 
can 80 arrange it have already left for Europe 
or the country. There is a theory that pictures 
are bought to some extent by people who live 
farfrom New-York and that the Spring is the 
season when they come to the city in thelargest 
numbers. All of which may have been true 
once, but need not be true now, when it is as 
easy for people to come to New-York at one 
time as another. December is, in all likelihood, 
the best possible month for a picture show of 
the finest kind. 

New-York does not begin to realize yet how 
favored sho is in the fact that her artists, those 
of the academy as well as the society, have set 
their faces sternly against gigantic colleetions 
of pictures like the Royal Academy, London, 
and the Salon, Paris.

Restriction as to numbers works 
crudely, but in the main successfully, toward a 
higher average for those which aro accepted. 
Uniess it be the new Salon at the Champs 
Elysées, there has been no exhibition of current 
painting in Europe which ean vie with that of 
the society in New-York for beauty of work- 
manship and vigorous personality. I$ is, in- 


deed, more than probable that in these respects 
its average surpasses anything of the sort to be 
found abroad. 

The old academy has many interesting works, 
but is in a bad way financially. At the election 
on Wednesday some very outspoken remarks 
were heard as to the spread of dry rot in that 
venerable institution. The majority will not 
learn that an art academy must march with 
the times. They receive with attention sug- 
gestions which are tantamount to surrendering 
the battle, namely, suggestions to sell their 
present property on Fourth Avenue and retire 
to the top floor of a business building. But 
they frown down members who go to the root of 
the matter and stigmatize their apathy and in- 
ditference as these deserve. For example, they 
cannot perceive that the schools are more im- 
portant to the academy in the long run than 
the exhibitions. 

The schools are wretchedly housed in a base- 
Meut without good light and air. They are 
treated as minor matters. Asa fact, they are 
the backbone of the academy and the academy 
is in an advanced stage of dry ret because that 
backbone hus not been kept healthy and full of 
life. There would be excuse for academicians 
if they had no example before their noses huw 
to secure a vigorous backbone. But two schools 
in New-York have the life that is so sadly defi- 
clentinthe academy. One is the Art Students’ 
League, a standing signboard to the folly of the 
academy, which forced it into existence: and 
the other ts the Institute for Artist Artisans, 
which was born of the Metropolitan Museum, 
because that soviety showed equal ignorance 
how to foster its schools, 

At the election on Wednesday the President, 
T. W. Wood, was re-elected, and the Vice Presi- 
dent, F. UL. Millet, the man to whom the friends 
of the academy have been looking for a saner 
government, carried out his former threat and 
resixned. Itis more than probable that resig- 
nations from the academy memberebip will oc- 
our, owing to the narrow spirit shown by the 
older wen toward the painters of sunlight and 
the impressionists generally, who belong more 
particularly to the society, but exhibit at the 
academy, and, indeed, take prizesthere. What 
could be more absurd, in fact, than to dis- 
cover the academy rejecting from member- 
ship the very men who have taken prizes 
atthe academy? Yetsuchis the case. Messrs. 
Tarbelland Benson are both prize men, and 
both were rejected on Wednesday ! Even such 
an innocuous painter of cats and dogs as Mr. 
Dolph was rudely rejected: Robert Bium was 
taken up into this narrow heaven, and only two 
Outsiders were admitted to purgatory, or asso- 
ciatesbip—namely, Messrs. George Inness, Jr., 
and Charies Harry Eaton. Sach conduct is 
little short of suicidal 

The society has also exer:ised far too greata 
parsimony in electing members. Miss Cecilia 
Beaux, who took the Dodge Prize for Women in 
the Academy, ia a good recruit; Mrs. Louisa 
Coxis apes with a distinctly clever hand. 
Mr. W. H. Hyde, Mr. Kenneth Frazier, and Mr. 
William Thorne are properly enough elected. 
But there are many others as good as and some 
better than any of these who are left outside 
the breaatworks, as the politicians say. Tne 
trouble of politics is rampant in the academy, 
and should not be allowed to raise its head at 
allin the society. Loth organizations this year 
have shown themselves altogether too narrow 
in their views; but with the society it is a mat- 
ter of less moment; with the academy it is a 
matter of life and death. 


“OHARLES CARROLL LEE DBAD. 


The Distinguished Physician Succumbs to 





Pleurisy and Heart Failure. 


Dr. Charles Carroll Lee, President of the Med- 
ical Society of the County of New-York, died on 
Wednesday night at his residence, 79 Madison 
Avenue, of heart failure following an attack of 
pleurisy. 

A few weeks ago Dr. Lee, while engaged in a 
dissection, received a out, and for a while ap- 
prehension was felt of blood poisoning. But 
in three or four days he was all right 
again. A faw days ago he fell on the stair- 
case of his house and ruptured the tendon 
of his right knee. While contined to his bed in 
consequences of this injury he contracted a cold 
which resulted in pleurisy. His * attending 
physieian, Dr. Loomis, exerted every effort 
for his distinguished patient, and early Wednes- 
day evening considered that his patient was 


getting on comfortably. ut heart failure ea- 
sued and in his already weakened condition he 
could not withstand the attack. 

Dr. Lee was & greut-grandson of Charles Car- 
roll of Carrollton, ono of the signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. e was born in 
Philadelphia on Mareh 24,1839. Soon after his 
birth his parents moved to Maryland, where he 
received hia early education. 

After attending 5st. Mary’s College at Emmetes- 
burg, Md., from which he was graduated with 
honor, he entered the Medival School of the 
University of Peunsylvavia and received his 
titie of M. D. in 1859, 

When the war of the rebellion broke ont he 
became an Aassistant Surgeon in the United 
States Army and served until the end of the 
war. Two years after this he made New-York 
his permanent residence, 

soon after comisg to this city be was ap- 
pointed surgeon in St. Vincent's Hospital and 
in the Charity Hospital on Biackweli’s Island. 
Later he served in the same capacity at the 
Woman’s Hospital. 

At the time or his death he was President of 
the County Modival Society, a member of the 
Academy of Medioine and the Pathological So- 
oiety of New-York, Professor of Gynecology at 
the Post-Graduate Hospital, and attending 
physician at the New-York founding Asylum. 

In 1863 Dr. Lee married the daugher of Dr. 
Isaac Parieh of Philadelphia. Two sons and 
threo daughters survive him.

TROUBLE FEARED IN MADRID. 


Policemen Guarding the Cortes and Streets 
Leading to the Chamber. 


MADRID, May 11.—The Republicans and Carl- 
ists are making a persistent and strong fight 
against the Government bill providing for @ 
postponement of the municipal elections until 
November. Both groups have followed a course 
of unremitting obstruction in the Cortes. The 
Deputies have sat for thirty hours without in- 
termission, and the Opposition show no signs 
of wavering. 

The reason given by the Government for de- 
ferring the election is that at the last municipal 
election the Kepublicans won by systematic 
and wide-spread forgery, and that to purge the 
electoral lists and to guarantee an honest vote 
will require several months’ work. 

The Ropublicans prepared to lead an immense 
procession of electors to the doors of tho Cortes 
to-day, and to present a petition against the 
bill. The police forbade the demonstration. 
Nevertheless vast crowds have gathered around 
the Parliamentary Building, and all tho streets 
in the neighborhood are filled with the people 
who purposed marching in the procession. The 
corridors of the building are lined with police- 
men, several companies are drawn up just out- 


side, and in the avenues leading to the Cortes 
the number of men on duty has been quad- 
rupled. 

bo farthe poiice have been able to disperse 
the crowds without violence. As so00n as a 
streetis cleared, however. the people begin re- 
assembling. The Government bas prepared for 
serious trouble and has increased the guards in 
all the public offices. The Cabinet is reported 
to consider the expediency of withdrawing the 
bill, allowing the election to take place, and 
then canceling ite result on the ground of 
gross forgery. Tie Republicans propose that, in 
case the Government ahall not yield, the Munio- 
ipal Councilors and the Deputies from Madrid 
constituencies cease attending to their public 
duties. Should the election not be deferred, the 
Government prebably will advise the Liberals 
to abstain from all participation in it, for the 
reason that it will be corrupt and invalid. 

Each side in the Cortes say they are deter- 
mined to sit until their opponents give in. 
There is every prospect that the sitting will be 
continued until ay tees jn on Saturday, when it 
will be necessary to adjourn over Sunday. The 
Republicans show no sign of wavering and 
promise to continue their obstruction until they 
gain their point, The Ministers and Deputies 
eat and sleep in the House. All are haggard 
and worn. The public prosecutor has ordered 
that the two principal Republican newspapers 
in Madrid be seized. 





MEANT TO KILL GLADSTONE. 


No Doubt of Townsend's Intention—His 
Letter to the Prime Minister. 


LONDON, May 11.—William Townsend, the man 
arrested on the charge of having dischaznged a 
pistol in Downing Street, and also suspected of 
having designed to kill Prime Minister Glad- 
stone, was brought upin the Bow Street Police 
Court to-day, and again arraigned on the first- 
méntioned charge. Townsend was also charged 
to-day with having sent a menacing letter to 
Mr. Gladstone, which was read in court. The 
letter is dated April 25 anda is as follows:

THE COMING GERMAN ELECTIONS. 


A Significant Manifesto Issued by the’ 
Conservatives. 


BERLIN, May 11.—The preparations for the 
elections of June 15 are being vigorously 
pushed by the various ‘parties. Herr Eugen 
Richter, the leader of the stronger section 
of the Freisinnige, now known as the 
Freisinnige Volkspartel, or Radical People’s 
Party, addressed an enthusiastic meeting 
of the ,party in behalf of the can- 
didacy of Prof. Radolf Virchow, who has been 
put forward for the Reichstag. Herr Richter de- 
fended the action of those who voted with him 
in the Reichstag, and said that he ho and 
believed that the division inthe Freisinnige 
Party would prove to be a benefit. Herr 
Richter’s utterances were cordially cheered. 
Berwin, May 12.—The Conservatives publish 
this morning their election manifesto. It 
savors in almost every line of agrarianism. 
While protection and bimetallism are avowed 
boldly as foremost arty principles 
which must be reckone with by the 
Government if it desires a firm alliance, no 
unequivocal word is spoken concerning the 
Army bill. In fact, anything that could be con- 
atrued as definite nagrevel of the measure is 
carefully avoided. e manifesto hints at the 
desirability of a large Boerse tax, which would 
fall most heavily upon Jewish speoulators. 

The anti-Semitic sentiment of the party is not 
especially conspicuous in the manifesto, but a 
speciously-worded paragraph says that the 
“profession of Christianity must be adequately 
impressed upon the life of the people and the 
action of the legislative bodies and the admin- 
istration of justice.’’ 





GERMANY AND THE POPE. 


A Remonstrance Against Leo’s Appeal for 
Temporal Power, 


RomE, May 11.—The newspapers of this city 
assert that Von Biilow, the Prussian Minister to 
the Vatican, visited Cardinal Rampolia, the 
Papal Seoretary of State, and expressed his sur- 
prise in behalf of the Prussian Government that 


. his Holiness had departed from the customary 


limits of prudence in his recent political re- 
marks to Catholic pilgrims from Germany. 

The facts in regard toa reception of German 
pilgrims by the Pope, which brought out the re- 
monstrance from the Prussian Government, are 
these: On Tuesday last the Pope gave a formal 
reception to 500 German Catholic pilgrims. 
These pilgrims were conducted by Dr. S8teinle, 
the Bishop of Eichstaedt, in Bavaria, and they 
presented to his Holiness the sum of 48,000 
marks. They also presented an address in Latin 
which was read to his Holiness, , 
. The Pope replied in the Latin language. He 
eulogized the services of the German Catholic 
press in the cause of the Churoh, and he referred 
to the pilgrimages which had come to Reme 
trom every quarter of the werld as a proof of a 
re-awakening among the people everywhere, 
despite irreligious propagandisam. His Holl- 
ness above all praised those Catholicos who were 
fighting to restore the independence of the Huly 
See, and the Pope again proclaimed the necos- 
sity of that independence for the sake of the 
Church. The Pope concluded by exhorting the 
faithful to labor for the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the working classes, in the spirit of the 
Papal encyclical on the subject. It was prob- 
ably the reference to the former temporal power 
of the Papacy that gave offense at Beriin, be- 
oause likely to give offense at the Quirinal.

Italy Will Have to Import a Large Quan- 
tity of Grain. 


RoME, May 11.—Reports to the Govornment 
from the Prefects of the various districta 
thronghout Italy show that the drought has 
caused such extensive damage to the grain

HEMMED ROUND BY ICEBERGS. 





The Thuriand Castle Threaded Her Way 
Among Them for’ 270 Miles. 


The British bark Thurland Castle, which ar- 
rived yesterday, encountered a vaster field of 
icebergs than any that have recently been met 
within the Antarctic. The bark was in con- 
stant jeopardy during the week she was thread- 
ing a tortuous course between the glacial 
mountains. 

The bark is from Chile, 110 days out. Capt. 
Motley is her master. He says that he first fell 


in with the bergeon Feb. 26. Only afew were 
Visible that morning. 

The vessel was steered to the’ southeastward 
in an emdeavor to clear the field, but instead of 
doing so she merely skirted one edge of the 
mass, and the next day found that she had run 
into a veritable cul de bac, with gigantio bergs 
towering on every side. 

Under close canvas the bark groped her way 
along, narrowly missing collision with the 
bergs, a8 On several oocasions the passage was 
ouly @ hundred fect wide. Ali hauds were kept 
on deck, and it required their united enorgies 
= keep the vessel clear of her dangerous neigh-

re. 

At 2 o’clook on the third night after the bergs 
were sighted a gigantic berg suddenly loomed 
through the mist directly ahead. It took the 
smartest sort of seamanship to clear the dan- 
gerous mass, and as it was, the bark scraped 
her sides against it, but received no damage. 

Up to this time the weather had been favora- 
ble, but the next day the wind rose to a fresh 
gale. It taxed the resources of the men to their 
utmost The bark had just grazed one of the 
bergs when another appeured through the thick- 
ness close under the lee bow. 

“ Down helm! hard down!” commanded the 
Captain, but before the bark could swing into 
the wind the main sheet parted and the vessel 
aurged directly toward the berg. A minute 
later and she would have been dashed into 
splinters, but fortunately she obeyed her helin 
before the next Wave came, anc shé swept by 
with her yardarms scraping against theiceberg. 

For two days more the vessel picked her way 
between the masses, and at last left the field 
astern. At the point where she traversed it, it 
measured 270 milesin extent. The bergs are 
described as ranging from 100 to 300 feet in 
height. After the last head been passed the ice 
field was visible thirty miles away.

A STRANGE PLATFORM. 


About All the Fads 
Especially Those Available for 
Vote-Getting—As the Friend of Labor, 
the Pinkertons Must Go—One-Term 
Presidents —A [Pleasant Smile for the 
Women Suffragists, &c., &c.—W. W. Tracy 
Was Elected to Clarkson's Place. 


It Decides to Favor 
Going, 


LovuisvILug, Ky., May 11.—Things in general 
have been decidedly lively in Republicun 
league circles since the delegates returned from 
the Kentucky Derby on Wednesday. The 
Leaguo and the National Committee went with 
all Louisville to see that famous race. Politics 
were furgotien for the time, and candidates for 
the Presidency and Secretaryship of the league 
declared a truce and became true Kentuckians 
until the Derby wasrun. And then the fight 
Was renewed with redoubled vigor. 

All last night, thatis from 8 o’clook in the 
evening until near 4 this morning, the sub- 
committes of the Committee on Resolations was 
in session. The bone of contention in this body 
was the resolution favoring woman suffrage 
which was introduced by Dr. Blackwell of Bos- 
ton inthe convention on Wednesday. 

George Prince of Galesburg, IL, made a fight 
on the resolution and won theday. He held 
that it was not a question for the league to de- 
cide. It was a matter that properly belonged to 
the National Republican Convention, and for 
the league to adopt such a resolution would re- 
suit in serious injury to it. Dr. Blackwell 
favored it, and the matter did not come to a vote 
until near 4 o’clock in the morning. Then the 
sub-committee decided to report it to the com- 
mittee with an unfavorable recommendation. 
This morning the whole committee sustained 
the action of ita sub-committee. 

The attendance at the convention was larger 
this morning than it was on Wednesday. There 
wasagood deal of disappointment expressed 
on the part of the rank and file of the conven- 
tion that more of the party leaders were not 
present. It was aunounced before the conven- 
tion met that Gen. Russell A. Alger, J. Sloat 
Fassett, Thomas B. Reed, John C. Spooner, Gov. 
William McKinley, John M. Thurston, Levi P. 
Morton, and a dozen others of equal prominence 
would attend and address the convention and 
lond their counsel in conducting it. 

But not one of them came, and their seeming 
neglect has caused someof the leadersof the 
convention to make unkind remarks. This is 
especially true as regards Spooner and Fassett, 
who were mentioned as candidates for the Presi- 
den oy of the league. 

The Committee on Credentials made its re- 
port. The rules adopted to govern the conven- 
tion were those of the Fifty-first Congress, over 
which Thomas B. Reed presided. 

The Committee on Resolutions made its re- 
port. It touchéd opon almost every question of 
public interest now before the country, includ- 
ing resolutions of respect to the memory of the 
late James G. Blaine. 

James Blount,a colored delegate from Ala- 
bama, got the floor and offered a few criticisms 
on tho Republican Party for its seeming neg- 
lect of the negro in the South. He said the 
Republican Party was the only party to which 


the colored men could look for protection, and 
he hoped the party would not retrograde from 
the position it held under the Administrations 
of Lincoin and Grant. 

A lively discuasion arose over a resolution re- 
garding the restriction of immigration. It re- 
cited that allimmigrants be denied admission 
to this country who could not read the English 
janguage. Capt. Allen moved to postpone 
the resolution indefinitely. He saidit was un- 
Republican and un-American, and should be 
killed. His motion prevailed. 

A resolution was adopted denouncing the 
action of the Union League Club of New-York 
for refusing admission to Hebrews. Several 
speeches were made in support of the resolu- 
tion, in which the action of the club was criti- 
eised in the severest terms. 

The report of the Committee on Resolutions, 
which was adopted, was as follows: 

“ We, the representatives of the Republican clubs 
of the United States, in national convention assem. 
bled, reafiirm our devotion to the principles of the 
Republican Party as enanciated by the National Re- 
publican Convention in 1592. 

“We point with pride to the passage of a general 
law for the safety of life and limb of railway_em- 
ployes, upon the recommendation of President Har 
rison, by a Kepublican Congress, and in conformity 
with the expressed pledge of the National Repub- 
lican Convention. 

** Wedeclare that we are heartily iusympathy with 
every legisiative act which will promote the inter- 
ests of the wage earners aa tond to equalize condi. 
tions and harmonize the relations between labor an! 
capital, always rogardiug the morai and material 
welfare of the great body of the people as the pri- 
mary object to be attained, and recommend, as one 
of the most effective means to atiain this end, the 
establishment of a system of arbitration forthe ad- 
justment of differences arising between labor and 


capital 

D We declare our faith in genuine secret-ballot laws 
fortified by efficiont acts for the suppression vi cor- 
rapt ractices in elections. 

. We demand the entorcement of es | laws by 
the duly-oonstituted oflicers of the law, and demand 
the abolition of the system of private armed forces 
represented by the Pinkerton and like agencies, 

*Wedemand the suppression of all publio gam- 
bling, whether in food products or by means of lot- 


tery tickets. 
“We heartily urge an amendment to the Constitu- 


tion making the President ineligible te a second 
rm. 

We recommend to the favorable consideration of 
the Republican Ciubsof the United States, as a mat- 
ter of education, the qucstion of granting to the 
women of the State and Nation the right tu vote at 
all elections on the same terms and ounditions as 
male citizens. 

“The foreign policy of Benjamin Harrison and 
James G. Biaine deserves aud receives the com- 
mendation of all Amerioans who believe in proserv- 
ing the rights and dignity of the United btates and 
in extending the scope of itsiniluence. In accord- 
ance with that policy, we re-ailirm our determination 
to encourage the enforcement of the Monroe doc- 
trine, not only as it applies to North and South 
America, but also to those isiands in the Atlantic 
and Pacific which are or may Deoume necessary to 
the protection of our coast line and our trade. When 
the American fiag ovVers American interests and 
American honor it must never be lowered. 

** Whereas, The Democratic Party for the first time 
in thirty-two years has succeeded to power, in both 
executive ond legislative departments of the Gev- 
ernment, we now direct aitention to the faci that it 
should either give the people a fair trial of the pol- 
icies advocated in its national platform or admit 
that it le supremacy by gross misrepresenta- 
tion and hypocrisy.” 

The first ballot for President of the Repub- 
lican League resulted as follows: M. H. De 
Young, age ay 406; W. W. Tracy, Illinois, 
902; Gen. W. H. Hastings, Pennsylvania, 413.

The new President, upon being introdueed by 
Gen. Clarkson, made aspeech. The convention 
then proceeded to get into a snarl over a propo- 
sition to allow the Executive Committee to 
elect the National Secretary. It was firet car- 
ried, then reconsidered, and finally voted down. 
Pending nominations and a ballot, the conven- 
tion, at 1:45, took an hour's recess. 

When the convention reassembled an uproar 
was precipitated that lasted « full hour, The 
trouble originated in an eforton the partof o 
majority to refer the election of a General 8ec- 
retary of the league to an incoming Exccutive 
Committee, this nove being in the interest of 
J. F. Burke, the President of the League of Col- 
lege Ciubs. It was heatedly antagonizei by the 
delegations from Obio, Kentucky, anid other 
States, who were already pledged to another 
candidate. 

Chairman Tracy ruled that under the con- 
stitution the convention itself Was compelled to 
select the officer, and thereupon the opposition 
got within the constitution witha motion that 
the election be postponed. There was another 
war of words. Ainid uproar and confusion 
the roll of States was called, and the proposi- 
tion to pass was carried by a vote of 1,069 to 
‘ 
A moment later, when the supplementary re- 
port of the Committee on Keésolutions was 
called for, the defeated 700 thought it saw its 
opportunity, and through Delegate Bundy of 
Cincinnati it proposed that the resolutions 
should also be passed. This intensified the ex- 
citement, and for several moments the yells 
and counter-yells made the convention a veri- 
table pandemonium. 

It bappened that one of the resolutions 
sought to he barred deplored the death of 
Hayes and Blaine.

Thanks were voted to retiring President 
Clarkson and Secretary Humphreys. A letter 
from General Master Workman Powderly of 
the Knights of Labor was referred without 
reading to the incoming committee. John P. 
Dolitver of Iowa made a parting addross, and at 
5 P. M. the convention adjourned sine die. 

The remarkabie manifesto issued on Wednes- 
day by Chairman Clarkson under the guise of 
an annual address was the chief topic of discus- 
sion among the delegates. To the delegates 
who are opposed to any tinkering of the plat- 
forin adopted at Minneapolis, and which must 
reuiain the ay ? cOspel of the party until the 
eve of another Presidential campaign, the utter- 
ances of the leader of the young Kepnublicans 
were anything but palatable. 

No more radical declaration of principles, 
they contended, could huve gone outfrom an 
out-and-out Alliance convention. It was a bod- 
ily adoption of third-party issues and timber, 
and at the present time was premature and ill 
advised, and would give sid and comfort to the 
guerrilla enemy that did its share in the bushes 
toward the defeat of November. These were 
the opinions of a good many of the delegates, 
and especially those hailing from the East, 

Others there were, however, that applauded 
Clarkson for his independent stand and insisted 
that he had sounded the key-note of the music 
to which the party would hereafter have to 
koop step if it ever hoped to regain eontrol of 
national affairs. A one-term Prestéency, wo- 
mau suffrage, selection of United States|Senators 
by the people, postal telegraph, and absolute 
civil service were issues, they said, that, as the 
third partyites bad demonstrated, could no 
longer be kept in the background, and the 
quicker they were incorporated tn the platforms 
of the Republican Party the better for its in- 
teresta.

THE PRESIDENT'’S ORDER OBEYED. 


But the Departments Now Overrun by Office

Seekers, 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—The report that there 
are Many persons in Washington or elsewhere 
who are finding fault with the President for 
issuing his order against the vistt of office seek- 
ers to the White House, and that thore is loud 
complaint abdut it at all the hotels, needs vert- 
fication. The writer, who spent some time to- 
day in the haunts of the office seokers wlio were 
here a week ago, but many of whom have disap- 
peared, could not find one growler. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the greatest growlers in this town 


are undoubtedly those who will suffer most, and 
they are the keepers of lodging houses, the 
boarding-house proprietors, aud the men who 
have hotels that are not always crowded at this 
season of the year. 

But that is not political complaint; that is 
business, and sitmilar complaints are oodcasion- 
aliy heard by the people whe wish to keep 
things always lively herc and who would not 
mind if all the office holders were changed once 
a month if it would only keep the town full of 
visitors to adopt a rule that changes should be 
made so frequently. 

There are many converts among mombers of 
Congress to the proposition that Congressmen 
should ve prevented from making applications 
for oftice, and that their advice should only be 
asked when the applications of office seekers 
had been considered in their appropriate de- 
partments and the time hat arrived when the 
wppointing power found it desirable to see the 
applicant or to have the advice of some one 
who might be assumed to know something 
— the capacity and reputation of an appli- 
cant. 

The office seekers do not leave Washington, 
however, in the crowds that some imaginative 
writers describe. They straggle off in consider- 
able numbers, buf many of them keep away 
from the White House only to turn thelr atten- 
tion to the heeds of the, departments into which 
they expect an entrance as office holders, That 
makes it very hard upon the Secretaries and 
Secretary Carlisle, who spoke of the crowd as 
“ appalling ” last week thust have given up the 
attempt to find a word to desoribe it this week. 

The removals continue to be many and steady 
in the Treasury Department, There were wore 
calls for i to-day, and they are near- 
ly ali direc to men who were appointed un- 
der the last Administration. Not all, however, 
for some old employes were asked to step down 
and out, as Mr. Startevant was. It oughtto be 
said, with reference to the statement made in 
these dispatohes a day or two ago that appli 
ecante of seventy years of age had been exam- 
ined to ascertain their capacity, that there 
were DO approvals by the examiners of men of 
that mature age, and thdt the persons who ap- 

lied and were subjected to the examination 
or chiefs of bureaus Were, so far as approved, 
men in the prime of life and possessed of high 
qualifieations. This was stated by one of the 
examining officers, a man of high character and 
good judgment. If changes ought to be made 
in the positions of chiefs of divisions, the men 
approved on examination were good men.

ACQUIRED (ONGERNS IN DOUBT, 


Zrying to Find How They Stand in Rela- 
tion to National Cordage Company. 


From various sources Wall Street heard yes- 
terday that the uncertainty it had been expe- 
rieneing about the National Cordage Company’s 
finances was fully equaled by the tangle of af- 


fairs connected with the commercial operation 
of the trust 

In its rather brief history the National Com- 
pany eontrived to make a variety of arrange- 
ments with the concerns of which it secured 
ownership or control. Some were bought and 
paid for, some were paid for in part, and some 
were leased. Now the old owners in several 
cases are reputed to be trying to tind out just 
where they stand. 

The news of the attachment levied by William 
Deering & Co. of Chicage upon 1,250,00u 
pounds of binding twine belonging to the trust 
stored in Kansas City did not cause a great 
dea! of surprise in the trade, A theory ourrent 
there to soecount for it was that the account 
with the Chicago firm. which @ year or more 
ago soid a large factory for making binding 
twine to the trust, and turned over an exten- 
sive system of agencies, had not been fully set- 
tled by the National Company, 

It is said that the latter agreed to pay more 
than $300,000 to the Chicago people. After the 
first attachment another secured by the Deer- 
ings in the Omaha courts yesterday on a claim 
of $100,000 was far from unexpected. 

Some ofthe Obio plants of the trust were 
acquired under an agreement which required 
that the milisin question should be kept in 
Operation until payment for them had been 
completed, a fact, it ie said, which will prevent 
the receivers from shutting them down if they 
desire to do so. 

Atthe National Company’s office, on Front 
Street, it was said yesterday that the receivers 
had not completed their statement of the 
trust’s condition, and that thoy still had several 
days’ work upon it before them. 

ln the cordage trade there is a good deal of 
uncertainty.as to the amount of its product in 
the hands o/ tho trust.’ The season when heavy 
sales are looked Jor is close at hand, but no out- 
sider can give more thana guess at the stock it 
has to dispose of. Since January the National 
Company ie said not to have been actively in the 
market, ite idea, perhaps, being to allow the 
outsiders to sell their goods and 80 reduce their 
stocks as to leave the fleld fora time, at least, 
practically in the contro! of the trust. 

Since the National Company came to grief 
there has been such talk of ita various efforts 
at corners, either of fibre or of cordage. A year 
ago it was credited with doing its best to force 
its rivals out of the way, by getting possession 
of all the raw material. Fibre was run up in 
price until it reached 6'4 centsa pound. Then 
a break came, and down it went in three days 

to five cents. 

On the Stock Exchange, Cordage was not very 
active yesterday, anid its fluctuations were with- 
in narrow lituits. It closed at 12%,

Charges Against ©. N. Gyllenhammer in 
His Suit Against the Home Benefit. 


Charles N. Gyllenhammer married Augusta 
Hanson, & servant girl, on Sept. 8, 1881. She 
had her life insured for $5,000 in his favor on 
Noy. 15, 1891, and on eb. 12, 1892, three 
months later, she died. 

Gyllenhammer has been trying ever since to. 
collect the $5,000 insurance money from the 
Home Bonefit Society, which issued the policy. 
Yesterday, before Judge Giegerioh and a jury 
in the Court of Common Pleas, where the hus- 
band has brought suit for the insurance money, ° 
& rather remarkable state of facta was brought 
out by the soociety’s lawyers, Charles Blandy 
and H. A, Shipman. 

It was freely charged by Mr. Blandy that 
Gyllenhammer married AugustaHanson for tho 
sole purpose of having her iife insured, and that 
he began a systematic course of abuse and ill 
treatment, with a view of killing her off. 

“The Bachanan oase isn’t to be compared to 
this,” said Mr. Biandy in the course of the day’s 
proceedings. ‘We can show that the plaintifi’s 
wife complained that he had tried to make away 
with her on several occasions.” 

Gyllenhammer admitted on cross-examination 
that he had been convicted in Brooklyn, under 
the name of Charles Norlander, of obtaining 
money under false pretenses from servant girs. 
He conducted an employment agency. He was 
sentenced to 100 days’ imprisonment or $100 
fine and he pald the fine. 

He also admitted that he had palmed himself 
off as an unmarried man on a family named 
Johnson in Brooklyn, in order to pay court to 
a daughter of the house, named Elise, The girl’s 
brother learned of his marriage and arrangedja 
trick by which Gyllenhammer proclaimed him- 
selfabachelorto Elise in the hearing of his 
wife, Who was concealed behind some curtains. 
This occurred on Jan. 4, 1891. 

In opening for the defense Mr. Blandy stated 
thatthey did ‘not charge that Gyilenhammor 
had killed his wife. She died of pneumonia. 
But previous to her death she withdrew from 
the society for foar that she would be murdered 
for her insurance mouey. To prove this he 
calied George W. Godward, the General Secre- 
tary of the society, to the stand. In reply to 
questions Mr. Godward testified that Mra. Gyl- 
lephammer had called on him at the soocicty’s 
offices in a state of atexcitement. She said 
that she had allowed her December assessment 
to lapse because she wanted her insurance inon- 
ey withdrawn, as her husband had made sey- 
eral attempts to kill her. 

“I told her,” ssid the witness, “ that the lapse 
of her assessment canceled the policy, and she 
went away very much calmed down, On Jan. 
20, however, she called again and said she 
wanted something to show that the insurance 
was canceled. I then drew up a letter of resig- 
nation at her request, which she signed.”’ 

Secretary Godward said that Mrs. Gyllenham- 
mer had told him that her husband had “given 
her coffee ” in order to kill her, and that she bad 
been attacked while out near Fort Hamilton by 
two men. Her busband had taken her out, and 
when the men sprang out on her he ran away 
without uttering a word. 

Gylenhammer, who sat near his lawyer, 
listened to all this testimony with a smile of 
amused contempt. He isa sharp-featured man 
of thirty-five or so, rather undersized, and was 
neatly dressed in black. He is a reporter and 
correspondent fora number of Swedish papers 

ublished in New-York, Chicago, and Stock- 

olm. He is also a watchmaker by trade, and 
was for four mouths an inspector on the ele- 
vated railroad.

Whe Exclusive German Club Wouldn't Ad- 
mit Mr. Strauss to Its Banquet to Ger- 
man Naval Officers as a Reporter of 
the “Staats-Zeitung”—Nor Would It 
Have Him as Mr. Ridder’s Guest—Mr. 
Ridder Has Resigned—Different Stories 
of What Happened. 


On the membership rolls of the Deutscher 
Verein, better known as the German Club, 
which occupies one of the handsomest 
clubhouses in this city, at 112 West Fifty- 
ninth Street, can be found the names of the 
most exclusive German residents of this 
city. 

It is the Knickerbocker Club of the sons 
of the Kaiser, and, according to common 
report, has a large coterie of members who 
still owe allegiance to the fatherland, pre- 
ferring to copsider themselves constituent 
tothe splendors of empire rather than to 
the simplicity of republic. 

Itis really very painful to the members 
of the Deutscher Verein to see their own 
names, or the names of their beloved or- 
ganization, in the plain black and white of 
the public prints, and had it not been for 
the manner in which they endeavored to 
save themselves this pain on a recent 
festive occasion they’ would not have to 
suffer it now. 

When the German: war ships came to this 

ort to participate in the naval review, the 
members of the, Deutscher Verein decided 
that it would be fitting for them to honor 
‘the officers of the German squadron with a 
banquet at the clubhouse. 

The German officers were glad to accept 
‘such an honorfrom an organization whose 

cook is said to be a master of the art of 
preparing food according to the Teutonic 
taste, and whose wine cellars. are said to 
contain the choicest products of the vine- 
yards of the.Rhine. 

So the banquet was arranged for ona 
very elaborate scale by a committee of 
which Ferdinand Mote was one member. 
All of the members of the club purchased 
tickets, and some distinguished German 
citizens of the city who are not members 
of the club were invited. 

There are distinguistied*Germans in the 
city who are notmembersof the Deutscher 
Verein. 

The city editor of thesSiaats-Zeitung re- 
. garded the affair as an event among the 

people in whose language his paper is 
printed, an occasion as to which the great 
masses of Germans who, could not attend 
‘should be enlightened. He knew that the 
Deutecher Verein«lisliked to have its doings 
made public, but he thought that the ban- 
quet to the naval officers partook rather of 
the nature of a public function, a part of 
the programme of the week’s festivities. 

So he detailed William Strauss, the 
““verein reporter” of the paper, who is well 
known in German social circles, to look 
after the banquet and to publish for the 
benefit of all German people the eer 
and profound things which should be said 
in response to the toasts. 

There are twostOries of what followed. 
One is told by the members of the Banguet 
Committee and through them in a German 

* paper which is a rival of the staatse-Zeitung. 
he other version is that which Mr. Strauss 
and Mr. Herman Ridder, the business man- 
ager of the Siaats-Zeitung have told to 
their friends. 

According to the ao Mr. Strauss 
/ and Mr. Ridder tell, Mr. Strauss arrayed 
| himself in his evening raiment and went to 
, the Deutscher Verein. With him, it wasa 
_ matter of duty, and not of personal pleas- 
| ure. He stated that he had been detailed 
| to write a story of the banquet, and par- 
' ticularly to get the speeches which were to 
| be delivered and print them. He was told 
| that he was not wanted there. Thus mat- 
| ters stood when Mr Ridder came along. 

He suggested to the committee that, as a 
| member of the club, the mission of Mr. 
| Strauss seemed to be a perfectly proper 

one, but the committee insisted that he 
should have no information. Thereupon 
| Mr. Ridder is said to have demanded: 
“How much are the tickets to this ban- 
quet?” 
' He was told that the guests paid $15 a 
| seat, whereupon Le pulled out his pocket- 

book and offered $15 to the committee, 
| with the remark: 

“Very well, then. Here isthe $15. Mr. 
Strauss shall be my guest.” 

* But,” two of the members of the com- 
| mittee are said to have ejaculated, ‘* we are 
‘ notin the habit of sitting at the table with 

reporters!” 

hereupon Mr. Strauss retired from the 
clubhouse, while Mr. Ridder at once ten- 
dered his resignation to the club. 

The story which the Banquet Committee 
tells through the \ew- yorker Herold isto 
the eitect that Mr. Strauss tried to force 
his way in. They say that when the soci- 
ety representative of the Staats-Zeitun 
arrived he found the company seated a 
the tables. He then tried to take a seat, 
andon being asked by a member of the 
committee who he was is said to have de- 
giared loudly that he was from the Siaais- 
Zeitung. 

The committee claims that he was po- 
litely told that only a specified number of 
guests had been arranged for, and that he 
could not therefore have a seat at the ta- 
bles. Itissaid that then Mr. Strauss be- 
came very indignant and went to a well- 
known wine merchant and asked him to 
use his influence to see that he was séated 
with the guests. This request was refused, 
and then Mr. Ridder appeared on the scene. 

Mr. Ridder said that he would pay the 

15 for aseat for Mr. Strauss and have 

lim there as his guest, whereupon Mr. 
Ferdinand Motz, a member of the Banquet 
Committee, replied that Mr. Strauss was 
not wanted at the table. 

Rumor has it that not only Mr. Ridder, 
but Mr. Oswald Ottendorfer, the owner of 
the staais-Zeitung, and Mr. Edward Uhl, 
his stepson, have also offered their resigna- 
tions to the Deutscher Verein because of 
the insult to Mr, Strauss. This, Mr. Rid- 
der, who refuses to discuss the happening, 
except to say that the version ofit given by 
the Banquet Committee through the New- 
Yorker werold is absolutely false, says is 
not a fact. 

**I have offered my resignation,” he said, 
“but Mr. Ottendorfer and Mr. Uhl have 
not. They were not at the banquet. As a 
elub member I cannot discuss the case.

MUST HAVE MERIT TO BE SHOWN. 


Plans for a High Quality Industrial Art 
Exhibition in Madison Square Garden. 


Plans are now being made for an industrial 
art exhibition, to be held at the Madison Square 
Garden next October, upon a scale of high 
quality and elaboration of detail much larger 
than any ever before attempted in this country, 
not excepting the exhibit of that nature at 
Chicago. Mr. Stanford White is expected back 
from Europe withina few days, and immedi- 
ately upon his return work upon the details of 
the show will begin. 

The proposed exhibition was suggested by Mr. 
White, William F. Wharton, Vice President of 
the Madison Square Garden Amusement Com- 
pany, and John Sloane. The financial success 
ofsuon anexhibition was at tirst questioned, 


and the promoters held a number of consulta- 
tions with the most prominent manufacturers 
in the country. These conferences resulted in 
& general agreement that, if the show was made 
to consist strictly of the best and moat artistic 
things which could be made, with nothing of an 
inferior quality to burden the show, there could 
be no doubt of the full success of the scheme. 

Subsequent meetings of those interested in 
the plan resulted in the incorporation of the 
New-York Industrial Art Company, with John 
Sloane, Edward A. Holbrook, John J. Gibbons, 
A. E. Connor, and Obadiah Sypher as corpo- 
rators. The authorized capital was fixed at 
$50,000. 

The corporators were constituted an Organi- 
zation Committee, with John Sloane as Chair- 
man, and J. V. Gottechalk, assistant business 
manager of the Mudison Square Garden, was 
chosen Secretary. At present the list of sub- 
scriptions to the stock amounts to about $12,- 
000. Those who have taken stock up to date 
are J. Pierpont Morgan, J. Hood Wright, John 
J. Gibbons of Gilman, Collamore & Co., Tiffan 
& Co., John Sloane of W. & J. D. Sloane, Ed- 
ward Holbrook of the Gorham Manufacturing 
Company, A. A. Vantine & Co., William H. 
Jackson & Co., A. E. Conover of J. 8. Conover & 
Co., William Baumgarten & Co., the Tiffany 
Glass and Decorating Company, and F. Beck & 
Co. of the National Wall Paper Company. 

It is intended to give an exhibition lasting for 

a month, at which exhibite may be made by any 
manufacturerin the United States, provided 
that he has actually manufactured whatever he 
may send to show, that he pays the required 
amount for space, and that his exhibit comes 
up to the very high artistic standard which is 
to be the distinguishing feature of the show. 
It is desired that every manufacturer who is 
a member of the company or one of its sub- 
scribers should manufacture something ex- 
open A for exhibition at thia show, although 
this will mot be made an indispensable condition 
of procuring space. 


NO OLEMENCY FOR DR. ATWELL, 


Having Pleaded Guilty to Bigamy, he was 
Sentenced to State Prison. 





Judge Ingraham, in the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, yesterday septenced Dr. R. F. Jones 
Atwell, a well-known Hoboken physician, to 
two years and five months in State prison, 
after going carefully over the facts in the big- 
amy charge to which the doctor pleaded guilty. 
It was generally understood that strong in- 
fluences were at work to get the doctor off with 
a merely nominal punishment. His counsel virt- 
ually admitted that fact when under advice 
the doctor pleaded guilty on Monday. The 
prisoner is a relative of State Senator Cogges- 


hail and is otherwise well connected in the 
upper part of the State. 

Dr. Atwell married Miss Belle Middleton, the 
daughter of a wealthy Hoboken grocer, tm 
1887. On Feb. 12, while still living with his 
first wife, he married Mrs. Josephine Hamilton, 
a widow, in this city. He moved to Brooklyn 
with her, and for seven months he divided his 
time about equally between his Hoboken and 


; Brooklyn domestic establishments. Then he 


deserted his second wife, and she secured a 
warrant in New-Jersey for his arrest on a 
—— of bigamy. The case dragged along for 
months without coming to a trial, and then 
Mrs. Atwell No. 2 got a warrant in this city. 

Dr. Atwell’s lawyers yesterday produced a 
number of affidavits to prove that the defendant 
had been blackmailed into marrying the widow. 
They alleged that she induced him to com- 
promise himself while be was treating her at 
the house of her brother in Hoboken; that she 
wrote anonymous letters to his wife and others 
about his attentions to her,and that she got a 
lot of money out of him. After this, it was 
charged,she made him marry her under a threat 
that if he failed todo so she would create a 
scandal and expose their relations. 

* She had attended this man's wedding,” said 
Dr. Atwell’s lawyer, in pleading for lenienoy, 
*‘and knew as wellas he did that he was a 
ss man. Morally, she is gaiitier than 
e is.” 

Assistant District Attorney Townsend de- 
clared that Dr. Atwell went to work system- 
atioally toruin the prosecuting witness, pro- 
aucing what purported to be divorce papers 
from his frat wife, 


WENT DOWN WITH THE SQAFFOLD. 


Painters Ruff and Murphy Killed—Rotten 
Rope Said to Have Been Used. 





Julius Ruff, forty-eight years, of 1,676 Avenue 
A, and John Murphy, a stripling, who lived 
with his parents at 314 West Forty-ninth Street, 
were launched to death from a scaffold yester- 
day afternoon at 14 West Sixty-fifth Street, and 
Otto Boelsen, a painter, of 5 Grand Circle, was 
arresied for criminal carelessness. He gave 
bail. 

. At 12 West Sixty-fifth Street Alexander Mc- 
Dowell has just finished an apartment house, 
and its west wall isso far south as to darken 
rooms in Mra. Mabley’s flats, 14 West Sixty- 
fifth Street. Heragent, J. J. Clancy, of 1,783 
Broadway, decided that they would be brighter 
iftne arty walls north of this and the Mo- 


Dowell house were kalsomined where they 
formed a sort of shaft, and he notified Boelson 
to do the work. 

Boelson cawe yesterday morning and rigged 
up a painter’s scaffold in the shaft. It would 
not, so Boelson says, permitof a guardrope ex- 
cept by fastening a rope at each story from one 
pulley rope to the otber. , 

These pulley ropes ran through blocks hooked 
on to cramps which ape Steg over the coping of 
the McDowell house, and a rope fastened the 
cramps to the tank on this house. Other ropes 
fastened the slings of the scaffold to the oramps. 
Boelsen says that after testing the scaffold, 
which was drawn to the sixth floor of the 
bouses, he left Ruff! and Murphy to go to work. 

it was 4 o’clock before they had put their 
buckets and brushes on the scaffold and low- 
ered themselves to itfrom the McDowell house. 
A few moments after, and before they had used 
a brushful of whitewash, the south end of the 
scaffold fell and they went hurtling to the flags 
in the yard of 14 West Sixty-fifth Street. 

They were shockingly mutileted. Ruff died 
before he could be moved, and Murphy died in 
an ambulance while it was going to the Roose- 
velt Hospital 

Acting Capt. Chapman of the Twenty-fourth 
Precinot arrested Boelsen, and he will be ar- 
raigned to-day at the Yorkville Police Court 
He claimed that he took proper precautions 
against accident, but Murphy’s father says he 
found that rotten and frayed rope was used to 
rig up the scaffold, and he will exhibit these 
proofs at tae court and befere the Coroner's 
jury that the scaffold was dangerous,

Half Dozen Kemovals of Inefiicient 


Clerks to be*Made To-day—Others to be 
Reduced to the Grade in Which They 
Properly Belong—Several of Them Are 
“Comrades” of the Grand Army—The 
Secretary Proposes to Run His Office 
on Business Principles. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—Seoretary Lampnt 
will stir up the War Department Friday. With 
the discerning eye of the business man who is 
bound to gonduct the department over which 
he has been placed with strict regard for the 
efficiency and economy of its employes in pub- 
lic expenditures he has been looking over the 
records of some of the employes and has 
found a number of persons drawing salaries 
which he believes they do not earn. 

These incompetents are engaged in work ina 
bureau where there are many men in employ- 
ment similar to that in which they are engaged. 
This ascertained fact has furnished the Secre- 


tary with an opportunity to judge of the com- 


parative efficiency of all, and he has become 
convinced, after careful inspection of the 
records, that something ought to be doze, in 
justice to the taxpayers, who pay the 
salaries which these men draw, aud in 
justice to the other employes, who render 
faithful service forthe wages paid them, that 
the drones and shirks shall be reminded that 
they are no longer to be tolerated. 

ltis probable that the removals and reduc- 
tions to be effected will be denounced, and per- 
haps with bitterness, by the Grand Army of the 
Republic, for some of the men who are to be hit 
are “‘comrades.”” But it ought not to make any 
difference in the estimation of just men in 
disposing of such questions as that presented to 
the Secretary, whether the man to be affected 
is a member of an organization or not. 

It is understood that there will be only half a 
dozen outright removals, but that there will be 
fifty or sixty reductions of clerks whe have 
been found inefficient and who have been per- 
mitted to remain in a grade above that in 
which their records entitle them. The rea- 
sons for the removals are various. The chief 
complaints are of frequent absence, gross inefii- 
ciency while at work, and of mischief-making 
tendencies in and out of the office. Some of the 
inefficient men are drawing salaries and pen- 
sions at the same time, and thus sap the re- 


sources of the Government doubly, while they 
keep out of employment persons who mixzht be 
glad for one salary to render taithiul and efli- 
cient service. 

Secretary Lamont is not influenced, as will be 
understood by those who know him, by any dis- 
like or prejudice toward the soldiers in the step 
he is about to take. He proposes to treat all 
employes alike in his department and to hold 
allof them up to one ruie of service. If men 
expect to mask as veterans just to play the 
partof shirks in the service they will be disap- 
pointed, for they will be reduced to the grades 


than the old idlers are willing todo. If there is 
eraistence in old habits, reduction will be fol- 
owed up by diemissal. 
This action ought to have been taken seme 
time ago, if all the intimationus from the de- 
artment are correct, and there is no reason to 
oubt that tney are. But secretary Lamont’s 
predecessors, perhaps for reasons that they re- 
garded as sutlicient, hesitated to take the step 
that he will take. The exigencies of politics, 
the fear to offend the oriticai veterans, who are 
sowetimes not soocareful of the public service 
as they are of their rights and privileges asa 
soldier clases, have delayed a necessary and wise 
step, and no doubt have given to certain incom- 
petents, idlers, and shirke an impression that 
they would alwaye enjoy immunity from the 
nalties that must be suffered by those who 
fave not the supposed protection of a poweriul 
organization.

PIGOT’S PROSPECT BRIGHTENS 


STATE PRACTICALLY BREAKS DOWN 
IN THE OOLUMBIAN TRIAL. 

















Witnesses Called by the Prosecution Testify 
for the Defense—Talk in Brooklyn that 
No Honest Effort Is Being Made for a 
Conviction— Mayor Boody Takes the 
Stand for the Accused—Cross-Examined 
in a Mild Way by District Attorney 
Ridgway—Case Goes on To-day. 


The trial of Pian Clerk James H. Pigot, who is 
charged with an attempt to defraud the City of 
Brooklyn by presenting false and exorbitant 
bills for a stand for use atthe time of the Co- 
lumbian celebration in his oity, is still before a 
jury in the Brooklyn Court of Sessions. When 
the prosecution finished its evidence yesterday 
the defense moved for a dismissal, but Judge 
Moore overruled the motion and the hearing 
went on. 

Most of the time of the prosecution yesterday 
Was devoted to attempting to show that the 
stand in question was not worth anything like 
the amount charged for its construction. Its 
expert witness failed, however, to help its case 
much. The bill was for $11,400; the prosecu- 
tion had maintained that the value of labor and 
material involved in the construction of the 
stand was $3,582, and the expert estimated its 
cost at $9,000. 

To those who had watohed the caso from its 
beginning the close of the prosecution's evidence 
wasa disappointment. At the end of Wednes- 
day’s proceedings the case against Pigot was 
regarded asa strong one; yesterday’s proceed- 
ings certainly failed further to strengthen it. 
This turn in the trial and the appearance of 
Mayor Boody as a witness were the features of 
the day. 

There were many persons in Brooklyn last 
night who believed, after they had read the 
story of yesterday’s proceedings, that the trial 
of Pigot waa farce, and that no honest effort 
was being made to convict him. 

In the morning the attendance was light, and 
few politicians were there. Many of them had 
been expected, but they didnot come. The 
crowd grew a8 the day advanced, and by 2 
o'clock every seat in the room was ocoupied. 

Myron C. Rush, a builder, was put on the 
stand by the prosecution as an expert to tell 
what would be a fair and reasonable charge for 
the work for which $11,400 had been charged. 
A long wrangle between the lawyers ensued, 
and, when the witness was finally allowed to 
answer the questions put to him, he fixed the 
eost of building approximately at $7.50 a run- 
ning foot, which would make a total of some- 
thing over $9,000. 

This was not the kind of testimony the prose- 
oution wanted, as counsel on Wednesday had 
maintained that the value of labor and ma- 
terials was but $3,582. 

Mr. Rush was the last witness for the prose- 
cution. His testimony completed, Edward F. 
O'Dwyer of defendant's counsel moved for a 
dismissal of the case. He urged that Pigot had 
had no financial interest inthe Ross contract. 
Pigot, the lawyer said, had merely identified 
Ross and helped him to obtain the money, be- 
cause he was known where Ross was not. There 
was nothing unlawful in his having bought tim- 
ber and sold it again to Ross. The cobargs 
that the bill was fraudulent, he held, 
was pot proved. The contract was given to 
Ross, and was so certified by the Board of Al- 
dermen. If Pigot had procured the labor and 
material for the contractor the worst aspect of 
the case resolved itself into a misdemeanor for 
oe the provision that a public officer 
eball not have any interest in any contract. 

“The case will have to go to the jury,” said 
Judge Moore, as he refused to entertain the 
motion. ; 

Mayor Boody was the firat important witness 
presented by the defense. He said that the 
Columbien celebration was considered in 
March, 1892, but nothing was done about it 
until a short time before the anniversary. 

“T raised the question,” the Mayor added, 
“whether we could legally appropriate the 
money for the celebration. @ sent to the 
Corporation Counsel’s office to ask that question. 
A representative came before the committee 
and informed it that it: could appropriate the 
money, a8 money bad always eon appro- 
priated for similar purposes, by transferring 
any unexpended balances held by the City Goy- 
ernment.” 

ad Dy receiving that advice what was then 
done?”’ 

**We sent forthe Controller to ask if there 
were any unexpended balances. The Deputy 
Controller came before the committees and in- 
formed it that there were unexpended balances 
that could be so transferred.” 

Mr. Boody further testified that the original 
intention to expend $20,000 had been changed 
to a plan calling for an outlay of $50,000. The 
large number of school children who wished to 
participate, aud the number of bands needed 
for them, had much to do with Increasing the 
expense, he said. 

“Do you not know,” asked District Attorney 
Ridgway of the Mayor, “that under our city 
eharter no work can be done costing over $250 
nniless by public advertisement and puplio bid- 
ding?” 

«There are exceptions,” replied Mr. Boody. 

Then the defense tried its hand at getting esti- 
mnates of the cost of the stand. 

Alderman William McKee, Chairman of the 
speciul committee in charge of the arrange- 
ments for the celebration, testified that he 
thought $11,400 a fair price. He based bis esti- 
mates upon his observation. 

Aldermen Heauey, Thomas, and Pickering 
were called to the stand, bat gave no important 
testimony. Henry L. Spicer, a builder, originally 
called by the prosecution, testified that he would 
require $9,852 for the stand work, according to 
the plans and specifications, His evidence 
gieacd the proceedings for the day, and the case 
was adjourned until this morning at 10 o’clock

SMALLPOX ON THE LARHN,. 


The Vessel Detained and Her Immigrants 
Sent to Hoffman Island. 


The second case this season of the detention 
of vessel at Quarantine occurred yesterday, 
when the North German Lloyd liner Lahn ar- 
rived from Bremen with three cases of smallpox 
on board. The patients were George Bullinger, 
aged twenty-five; Johanna Matthias, aged twen- 
ty, snd Adam Sutterer, aged twenty. 

The ship left Bremen on May 2, and the cases, 
which developed, respectively, on May 5, 6, and 
7, were promptly isolated in the ship’s hospital 

On arrival at this port the three patients were 
hurried to North Brother Island while the re- 
maining 346 steerage passengers'were taken in 
barges to Hoffman Island, where they will be 
under observation for several days. The fires 
end second cabin passenger wero transferred on 
two large transport boats to the company’s 
dock in Hoboken. Then the Health Officer 
gan the work of fumigation and disinfection. 

Gustav Schwab, the agent of the North Ger- 
man Lioyd, said that all cases came from 
the German colony near Odessa, in Russia, and 
that a cablegram had been dispatched to the 
company’s office in Bremen, shutting off all im- 
migrants from that vicinity. 

e British steamer Etherley, which arrived 
yesterday from South American ports, lost 
three of her crew by yellow fever. The men 
were Charies E. Gruber, the purser, aged forty- 
eight; Albert E Hume, second engineer, aged 
twenty-two, and John Sawyer, ship’s steward, 
aged forty-seven. They were stricken shortly 
after leaving Santos. At Rio de Janeiro the 
were removed to the hospital, where they died. 
The Etherley, after a thorough disinfection, was 
allowed to proceed to her deok.

THOSE WHO MERELY KNOW PLOT- 
TERS QOOULD BE EXTRADITED. 





Practical Working of the Agreement With 
Russia Would Amount to Nothing Be- 
cause Those Who Were Extraditable 
Would Not Come Here—Russian People 
Would Believe that Americans Favor 
Despotism—Denial of the Report that 
the Treaty Had Been Received. 


The unfounded report from Washington oir. 
culated yesterday that Secretary Gresham had 
received from Russia the draft of the extradi- 
tion treaty which bears the Czar’s signature and 
had turned itover to President Cleveland, who 
had at once signed the duplicate, caused a feel- 
ing of sadness among Russians in this city. 

Leo Hartman, who, in 1879, was engaged in 
the attempt upon the life of Aloxander II. by 
blowing up a train which was supposed to con- 
tain the Emperor, near Moscow, was asked by 
& NEW-YoRK Times reporter for his opinion 
about the matter. He said: 

“Thejmain point for Americans to know is 
that there isa great difference in the under- 
standing of a political offense against the Em- 
peror in thie country and in Russia. Under the 
head of extraditable cases,as I understand, 
come not only those offenses of assassination or 
attempted assassination of the Czar, but also 
those which consist of mere acquaintance with 
people who kill or attempt to kill the Emperor 
or membersjof his family. For in Russia it is 
a crime to be acquainted .ejther personally or 
by correspondence with such people, even if 
you are not aware that they are plottling assas- 
sination. 

“ As to the practical working of the treaty, it 
actually amounts to nothing so far as persons 
who might come ander its provisions are con- 
cerned, because whoever would be in danger of 
extradition would go to Canada or England, 
where an asylum is assured. The greatest evil 
that would result from the treaty would be the 
moral effect upon the oppressed Russian people, 
because the treaty gives the moral support of 
the American people to Russian despotism in 
ite war against any attempt to oppose that des- 
potism. 

“The Russian people have regarded Amcr- 
icans as kindly disposed toward them, and the 
treaty is calculated to make Russian lovers of 
freedom believe that Americans do not sympa- 
thize with them. The treaty gives moral sup- 
port not only against those who oppose a Gov- 
ernment with arms in ite hands, but also 
against those who sympathize with the opposi- 
tion to the Government, even against propa- 
gandists. In a word, the treaty makes an 
alliance with despotism against the Rus- 
sian people: Of course neither the Presi- 
dent nor the Senate understands it this way, 


but it will be so understood by even the most 
ignorant Rugsian peasant. 

“My opinion is that, notwithstanding the 
treaty,it will be impossible for any Government 
to extradite any one, whether directly or indi- 
rectly implicated in the assassiration of a Rus- 
sian Czar. The American public is now well 
acquainted with the political and economic sit- 
uation in Russia from Kennan’s works and 
from telegrams from Siberia. Any attempt of 
the kind would result in a public condemnation, 
as in France in my caso in 1880, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that France did not understand the 
real situation in Russia. 

“The Russinn Government demanded my ex- 
tradition, and Grand Duke Constantine, the 
brother of Alexander II., who was in Paris at 
the time, personally asked the French Govern- 
ment for my extradition. The Ministry was in- 
clined to give me up, the more so because 
France sought an alliance with Russia against 
Germany. However, oil Paris protested against 
it. Victor Hugo and Garibaldi were in my 
favor. I was defended by the ex-President of 
the Municipal Counoil of Paris, M. Engelhart, 
and it was found impossible to extradite me, 
but I had to leave France. 

“On my arrival in England the Russian Gov- 
ernment asked for my extradition. Charles 
Duke interpelliated the Government, and Giad- 
stone —_ that no such demand could be en- 
tertained. Now, we have Giadstone again in 
power in England, and the Democratio Party in 
power here. The principles of the party as 
claimed by it are against extradition, while the 
Republican Party was in favor of measures in 
the interest of the higher classes. Anyhow, it 
‘was 80 with Blaine during Garfield’s Adminis- 
tration. When I came here Assistant Secretary 
of State Hill said that my extradition would be 
grapted if demanded. And, again, this treaty 
Was Degotiated by the Republican Government. 
The very day that Harrison came into power 
the question of the treaty was raised. 

* As regards the clause in the treaty about 
extradition for forging Government documents, 
in Russia it ie dificult fora poor man to geta 
genuine passport, not only because the fees are 
high, but because he must pay exorbitant 
bribes to officials, whereas he can obtain a 
forged passport for a reasonable amount. 

“ Buppose a Russian were to be extradited for 
having forged a Russian passport, what guar- 
antee would the American Government have 
that he would be tried for that offense only? 
Russian courts are secret, and he may be tried 
for another crime without the American people 
ever knowing the result of the trial or what 
had become of the prisoner.” 

Nicholas Aleinikoff, Chairman of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Russian-American 
National League, said: 

“It seems to us that President Cleveland has 
notfully weighed the facts laid before him and 
the Senate. after the treaty’s publication we 
shell have better ground upon which to ap- 
proach the President and Congress and shall be 
—- clearly to indicate the objectionable points 

D ' 

*“ At present, whenever we speak to the offi- 
ciale of the State Department about the treaty, 
they say, ‘You don’t know what you are talk- 
ing sbout,and are opposing something that 
may not be in tle treaty.’ 

“I wrote to the President a couple of weeks 
ago, and sent him a copy of the pamphlet con- 
taining our appeal to the American prone. 
which has already been published, and I re- 
ceived an answer from his private secretary 
that he had referred the papers to the Secretary 
of State. We have also published George Ken- 
nen’s article and Stepniak’s appeal to the Presi- 
dent, both of which have appeared in the Nrew- 
York Times, 

“We are going to have campaign literature 
sent to Congressmen and Senators during the 
Summer. We ere in communication with friends 
in all the cities who will seek to arouse public 
opinion against the treaty.” 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—The extradition 
treaty with Russia has not yet reached the 
State Department, but is expected here by 
the next European mail. Reports as to its re- 
oeipt here are said by confidential officials at 


the White House and at the State Department 
to be destitute of truth. 

The promulgation of the treaty, it is antici- 
pated, will follow closely upon its receipt in 
the ordinary routine of official business. 

Ite arrival is expected within the next three 
or four days. Ratitications were exchanged in 
Russia April 26. 





To Supply Electric Power to Cities. 
One of the great objects soughtin the con- 
struction of the power tunnel at Niagara Falls 
has been the supplying of elestric power for 
transmission to distant cities. A syndicate 
with $4,000,000 capital was formed in this city 


yesterday, to construct and equip a transmis- 
siou line from the Falls to "4° 

Theo route of the line has not been fully de- 
termined upon. It is expected, however, to 
supply the cities, towns, and villages on the 
way with electricity for light, heat, and power. 
Oentral stations are to be built at various 
wioese, from which the ourrent can be distrib- 
ute 

The syndicate is said to represent interests 
allied with those concerned in the construction 
of the big tannel at the Falls. 

The tunnel is 8,000 feet long and 24 feet in 
diameter. Its promoters believe that it will se- 
cure enough power from the Niagara River to 
enable them to transmit energy over the wires 
to all the cities of the State,

der the New Immigration Law. 


Ellis Island was in a ferment yesterday. 
More than 4,000 immigrants had to be looked 
after, and 947 by the Majestic had to be regis- 
tered and inspected under the new immigration 
law. 

The trouble began as early as 8 o'clock in the 
morning, when the first boatload of the Ma- 
jectio’s immigrants reached the island. The 
steamship company, which, in compliance with 
the new law, had promised to assist the immi- 
gration authorities by separating the immi- 
grants into groups of thirty, as the 
law demands, had not, it was found, 
kept this promise. Instead of having 
each group designated by a separate number 
or letter, only two letters on the tickets given 
to each person, L and Q—Liverpoo! and Queens- 
town—were used. The grouping, therefore, had 
to be done on the island. There was not room 
enough inside the building, and it had to be 
done on the dock in a biistering sun with little 
or no shelter for the hordes of persons who had 
to stand there hour after hour while the work 
of grouping was going on. 

AS 800D as a sutticient number of groups were 
formed they were led to the main floor of the 
building and passed through eight aisles, at the 
end of each of which sat an official who put to 
each person the nineteen questions prescribed 
by the new law. 

Every person whose answers did not tally 
with those given by him to the same set of 
questions prior to his sailing, and set forth for 
veritication on the manifest, was detained for 
further examination.

The seventy-scoventh annual meeting of the 
American Bible Society was held atthe Bible 
House yesterday afternoon. In the absence of 
President L. Fancher, Vice President Theophitus

The Board of Managers consists of thirty-six 
members, elected forfour years, nine of whom 
are elected each year. The following were re- 
elected yesterday: 8. Van Rensselaer Cruger,

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LOOKING FOR THE “TRAITOR” 





HIBERNIANS DEOLARE THAT 
THERE MUST HAVE BEEN ONE. 


Very Much Exercised Over the Narrative 
of the Differences Between the Two 
Orders Contained in Yesterday’s ‘‘New- 
York Times’—Statements That Could 
Not be Assailed—The Mysterious Man 
with Side Whiskers—Adjourned With- 
out Taking Action. 


The story of the differences between the two 
orders of Hibernians, as told exclusively in 
yesterday’s Nriw-YoOrK TIMES, caine with all 
the force of o great surprise to the 500 dele- 
gates who assembied in Tammuny Hall yester- 
day morning. 

The differences and bickerings of nine years 
between the Board of Erin order and the Ameri- 
can Board, the disgust of the best men on both 


sides at the long-drown-out and useless conflict, ’ 


the assurance that a move toward reconciliation 
would be made at this convention, and the 
opinions of members of the order on the sub- 
ject were told so truthfally that the delegates 
could come to but one conclusion. 

“There is o traitor in our ranks,” was their 
conclusion, and now they are engaged in an 
anxious and determined search for that traitor. 

When the convention opened ite session the 
delegates were in a state of great perturbation. 
By the forethought of somebody, whom they 
would like to meot, they were all supplied with 
copies of THz NEW-YORK TIMEs, and had care- 
fully read its exclusive story. 

They recognized its truth because they knew 
that there has been an abundance of talk about 
@® reconciliation between the long-severed 
bodies. They knew that a number of disgusted 
members had determined to bring this trouble 
to a head at this convention. 

They were amazed at the publication of these 
facts and they at once wanted to geta clue to 
the traitor or traitors. At the morning session, 
business was put aside for quite a while, and 
the toplco of animated and, in many oases, 
heated discussion was this story, and whence it 
could have emanated. 

The members of the convention soon decided 


that there was at least one “ traitor” in their 
ranks, and they didn’t know how many more 
there might be. 80 they appointed acommittee 
to see the reporter of THk NkW-YORK TIMES 
and tind out, if possible, what man had gone 
outfrom the secret meeting and spread his 
kuowledge of the business of the convention 
before the world. 

When the reporter called at Tammany Hall in 
the afternoon he was at once invited to step 
into a committee room and there he met a com- 
mittee, one of whom was Mr. Edward L. Carey, 
the New-York County delegate. Then the good- 
natured Ss was formally opened and 
was carried on with all the formalities of par- 
liamentary practice. Word tor word the story 
in Tux TIMtS Was gone over. But not a point 
of it could be assailed. 

County Delegate Edward L. Oarey was the 
principal objector, but when facts were reached 
he could find nothing of importance in his in- 
verview as published which was not almost 
word for word as he had said it. 

The reporter, for about an hour, was kept 
busy answering the questions of the committee, 
which was trying hard to find out the delegate 
who bad given away State secrets. 

“Won't you tell us his name? Don’t you 
think itis no violation of honor to expose a 
scoundrel and a traitor?” 

“ What kind of a looking man was he? Was 
he tall and slim and did he hare side whiskers? 
Is he a New-York man, or does he come from 
the country?” 

These were some of the questions asked by 
the delegates, and from their determined mau- 
ner itis safe to say that, whether the traitor 
has whiskers or a bald head, is a New-Yorker 
or a countryman, some partof his anatomy is 
likely to sutter if he should become known. 

** Where did you meet this man?’ the report- 
er was asked. 

“In Tammany Hall just after the convention 
adjourned Wednesday evening,’’ was the an- 
sewer. 

“How do you know he was a delegate and 
knew -what he was talking about?” 

**He wore a green badge which had the word 
‘delegate’ stamped upon it. As for knowing 
what he was talking about, he talked earnestly 
and straight.” ., 

~ What did lie say about Mr. Carey?” 

“Just what THe NEW-YorkK Times stated, 
with the exception that he dressed up and fin- 
ished off some of his statements with language 
that newspapers will not print.” 

* Ah; stop right there,” said a member of the 
committee. Then he talked earnestly with the 
others. “ Perhaps we've got a olue to this mat- 
ternow. There was Lot a little of this talk in 
the convention, and the men who have attacked 
Mr. Carey there may give us a good tiela over 
which to let our suspicions wander.” 

After this interruption the inquisition went 
merrily on. 

“By the way,” sald the Chairman, ‘‘ we have 
been doing a little detective work on our own 
account. Karly this morning a mysterious man 
was down on Park Row near THE NEwW- YORK 
Times Building. He saw a newsboy there who 
didn’t seem to be making much money. 

‘** Boy,’ he said, ‘wouldn’t you like to earn a 
little something?’ 

“Of course the boy was willing, and so this 
mysterious man provided him with a big supply 
of copies of THi NrEW-YoRK TImMks, gave him 
10 cents for carfare, and told him to go up to 
Tammany Hall, where he could get rid of any 
quantity of papers at a big price. Doesn't it 
look as though this man was the traitor!”’ 

“Say, won't you tell ns how the man who 
gave you the stuff looked?” again implored the 
committee. 

The reporter again declined, and at once saw 
the speoial force of the question repeated at 
this time. 

Down at the door of the hall was a little news- 
boy who had made a small fortune selling THE 
Niw-YorK TIMES to excited delegates. This 
youngster appeared to the committee to know 
just why THe New-York TIMES was very much 
wanted by delegates, so they questioned him 
and learned about the mysterious man on Park 
Row, the dime for car fares, the supply of 
papers, and the information asto the need of 
them at Tammany Hall. 

They asked the boy to describe the man who 
told him where to stake out his claim. The 
urchin tried hard to oblige them, but the best 
he could do was tosay thatit wasa tall man 
with side whiskers. 

The committee was inclined to think that this 
whiskered mystery must be the traitor. But 
the proper method for capturing him is as great 
a mystery as he is, 

The statements as to the dissatisfaction in 
the order uftiliated with the Board of Erin are 
still unassailed. 

The convention dissolved late last night with 
the ‘traitor’ still unknown. The mysterious 
“man with the whiskers” and his fellow-con- 
spirators evidently got scared at the determina- 
tion of the stalwarts to ferret them out and put 
them through unpleasant proceedings. They 
didn’t show themselves iu any of the debates of 
the afternoon or evening and so the matter of 
difference between the two ordegs of Irishmen 
enters into the tenth vear of its vigorous age. 

During the afternoon session letters were 
read from Mr. Gladstone, John Dillon, M. P., T. 
P. O'Connor, M. P., and Henry Labouchére, ac- 
knowledging the receipt of resvlutions indors- 
ing the Home Rule Dill sent by the Irish socie- 
ties of New-York. The reading of these letters 
caused great cheering. 

The principal business of the evening was the 
election of national officers. The result of the 
balloting was the re-election of John J. Patton 
of Boston as National Delegate; Richard Mc- 
Mullen of Jersey City, National Secretary, and 
Thomas R. Callary of Nanticoke, Penn., National 
Treasurer. 

Resolutions were passed pledging the morai 
and financial support of the Hibernians to the 
Irish cauae and the convention then dissolved. 

The only thing that the now-cautious dele- 
gates could be iuduced to say in regard to the 
trouble wasethat ‘‘the Board of Eriu is always 
ready to welcome back to the fcgl any honest 
man Who has been led away from it.”

HAD TO FORCE OPEN THE DOORS, 


William Brauer, the Union Square Bank’s 
Porter, Had Committed Suicide. 


The doors of the Union Square Bank were 
forced open yesterday morning, efforts to arouse 
the porter, William Brauer, proving in vain. 
After Chief Clerk Thomas Foster got inside he 
saw blood tlowing from beneath the door of a

Brauer was at work as usual at the bank on 
Wednesday, and was intrusted with some money 
orders to collect. He collected the money and 
turned it in to the bank. It was noticed then 
that he appeared nervous and excited. He 
oame to the bank at his usual hour yesterday 


morning, relieved the night watchman, and 
then locked himself in the bank office, as he 
was required todo. He evidently went directly 
to the closet and shot himself, as none of the 
work he should have done had been attended to. 

At Brauer’s home it was learned yesterday 
that he had been of late worrying over the sup- 
port of his wife and tive children. The youngest 
child is an invalid, and much of his earnings 
went for doctor’s bills and medicine. Martha, 
the eldest daughter, who is sixteen years old, 
had worked as a kitchon helper at the residence 
of William Steiuway in this city. She did net 
like this work and her father had obtained a 
pee for her in Ludwig’s dry goods store in 

ourteenth Street. 

Mrs. Brauer did not want Martha to go to the 
store, and the husband and wife quarreled. 
When Brauer got up yesterday morning he was 
morose. He would not eat breakfast, and when 
he was ready to leave the house he said to his 
wife: ‘“*You had better kiss me good-bye, for 
you will never see me again.” 

Mrs. Brauer laughingly replied: “Wait and 
take your lunch with you.” This seemed to en- 
rage Brauer, who left, exclaiming: “I’M nover 
need another lunch.”

COMMISSIONERS 3 SHOULD BE FIRM. 


Controller Myers Would Have No Yielding 
to Manhattan Railway Demands, 





Controller Myers had received no word from 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners up to the 
hour of closing his office yesterday in answer 
to his request of Wednesday to be heard again 
before the Commissioners yielded at all to the 
demands of the Manhattan Railway Company 
for new franchises at less than 5 per cent. of 
the net receipts. 

“1 do not now think,” he said yesterday after- 
noon, “that I shall address the Commissioners 
at present, unless invited to do go. Anything 
that I may have tosay iu another communica- 
tiou will simply repeat and emphasize whatI 
have already said upon this subject. 

“The elevated railroad management will, 
of course, demand everything that there may 


be a possible chance of getting. That is no 
reason why the Rapid Transit Commissioners 
should recede at all from the position they have 
taken. it will bea great pity if the Commis- 
sioners or this city allow the Manhattan Com- 
pauy to take us by the throat and dictate its 
own terms for new franchises.”’ 

“Do you think that yesterday’s proceedings 
indicated any substantial progress toward the 
solution of the rapid transit problem ?”’ 

“itis not always easy to note progress as it is 
made,” the Controller replied guardedly. “I 
must believe that the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sioners are realiy desirous of giving the city 
real rapid transit. Real rapid transit is an 
actual necessity for the people of thiscity. I 
am confident that under favorable conditions 
men with money stand ready tuo furnish it. Both 
the city and the Commissioners can afford to 
stand firm upon just grounds.” 

** What do you think of the proposition to al- 
low elevated read extensions, first, to Fort 
George and then, after two or three years, to 
King’s Bridge, and then, after four or five years, 
to the city limits, making altogether nine or ten 
years before even an elevated structure shall 
reach the upper end of the city 

* Ido not think well of it at all,” the Control- 
ler replied. ‘‘ We want fast transit and we want 
it at once, and if we cannot get it through the 
elevated ruilroad management, the Commis- 
sioners ought not to delay looking elsewhere 
for it. 

Ww ednesday’ 8 proceedings of the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners were read with much interest 
by nen who have followed this subject closely 
and who took active part in its agitation before 
the Commissioners when they held open ses- 
sions at the oftice in William Street. 

Benjamin F. Komaine,Jr.,was one of those who 
aegulaily attended meetings of the Commis- 
sioners, both in his capacity as Secretary of the 
Harnett Committee of real estate men and as 
the owner and represeutative of extensive 
properties on the upper west side of the city. 
He‘took an active part also in the efforts to se- 
cure legislation amendatory to the present 
Kapid-Transit act, by which the solutfon of the 
problem might be made casier, either through 
city aid or otherwise. 

*‘Lregret to see the position in which the 
Commissioners haye placed themselves,’ he 
said yesterday. ‘‘ They seem to have dismissed 
altogether the underground project and to have 
turned their attention entirely to the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company. 

“Every one wiil remember that ono of the 
strongest criticisms against the underground 
project by its opponents was that it could not 
furnish any possible hope for rapid transit for 
the upper part of this city for tenor fifteen 
yoars. It seems to have been proposed by the 
Commissioners themselves that the Manhattan 
Company shall take nine or ten years to get to 
the city limits. 

* What are people to suppose this means? It 
is probably fair to judge what it means by some 
of the statements that were mado at yesterday’s 
meeting. Mr. Gould then said that from 1880 
until L891 the portion of the present west side 
road from Fifty-ninth Street northward was a 
drag and burden upon the system; that there 
wae a notion at one time thatit would be bet- 
ter for the company if this section was put in 
the hands of a receiver, and that the company 
did not oure to undertake any similar burden 
for the future. 

“The section of the west side north of Fifty- 
ninth Street was certainly much more densely 
populated in 1880 than is the west side section 
uorth of One Hundred and Eighth Street ar this 
time. It is a matter of common knowledge that 
settlement along the west side grew very rapidly. 
Now, if the west side section, having a good 
start to begin with, did not pay any profit to 
the elevated road for eieven years, I think it isa 
fair inference, according to the elevated road 
system of figuring out a profit. that the pro- 
posed section north of One Hundred and Eighth 
Street to Fort George cannot be expected to pay 
a profit in less than twenty years. 

“It would probably be twenty years longer 
before another extension to King’s Bridge would 
pay a protit, und we might as well make up our 
minds that, as the company has planned the 
thing out, there would be no extension to the 
city limite under fifty years.’ 


To Reeall the Johnstown Flood.

ON THE LONDON EXOHANGE. 
An Easier dettialy wes Noted, and the Pros- 
pects for the Future Good, 

Spectal Cablegram to the New-York Times. 

LONDON, May 11.—An easier feeling pre- 
vailed on the Stock Exchange to-day. As 
the day advanced, and it was found that 
money was forthcoming for good collater- 
als, prices recovered some of the declines 
registered at the opening, and the closing 
was firm at the highest prices of the day. 
The advance of the bank rate to 342 was 
considered favorable, and the statement 
was not bad. 

As might have been expected, the re- 
serve is down about £895,000, half of 
which has gone to Scotland and half was 
exported during the week. Further ex- 
ports are expected by the Australian 
steamer Friday. The bank has increased 
its loans to £435,000, and the Govern- 
ment deposits are £675,000 larger, while 
private deposits are £1,100,000 smaller. 

A small failure was announced on the 
Stock Exchange, and the firmof unim- 
portant private bankers, Hallett & Co., 
who act as agents for the collection of 
naval pensions and salaries, supended pay- 
ment.

TO PAY FOR DAMAGED BAGGAGE. 


The Misses Potter Get $2,828 for the 
Flooding of Their Goods on the Majestic. 


Miss Grace Howard Potter and Miss Bertha 
Howard Potter, daughters of Mr. Howard Pot- 
tor of this city, were passengers on the White 
Star steamship Majestic on her trip from Liver- 
pool Jan. 20, 1892. When they arrived here on 
Jan. 28 they found their baggage had been dam- 
aged by sea water, and suit was brought for 
$3,000. damages in the United States District 
Court.

Empire State Express Engine Travels at 
the Rate of 112 1-2 Miles an Hour. 


Burrao, N. Y., May 11.—If the New-York: 
Central officials wanted a record for their new 
engine, No. 999, preparatory to exhibiting her 
at the World’s Fair, they have got one now that 
Deats the world. It is 1124. miles an hour. 

On Tuesday the Empire State Express, drawn 
by this marvelous machine, made 102 miles an 
hour, a great record in itself, but Engineer 
Charles Hogan said she was not feeling well 
that day and could do better. She was given @ 
night’s rest here, and yesterday morning was 
brought out, looking ponderous, trim, and 
stately, and sent down to Syracuse for another 
trial. 

The Empire State Express arrived in Syra- 
cuse on time, and Hogan and No. 999 were ready 
to take her. The engine was coupled on and 
the train left Syracuse on time. Hogan let her 
out a few times on the way to Roohester, just 
to see if she was feeling good, and finding that 


she responded to every touch of the throttle he 
contentedly bided his time. He did not want to 
get ahead of his schedule and he brought her 
into the Rochester depot at just the right mo- 
ment. The test of speed was to come between 
Rochester and this city. Soon after leaving 
Rochester Hogan slowed her down 4 little, for 
he intended to make up the time at the western 
end of the trip. Passing Batavia, the train was 
rushing along at an easy gait of a mile a min- 
ute. Then Hogan lether out. The speed in- 
creased ag the engine flew along, and just be- 
fore hing Crittenden the record of Tuesda 
of awmile in thirty-five seconds was equal 
But this was exceeded just this side of that sta- 
tion, when the new world’s record of a mile in 
thirty-two seconds was made. 

Thisis equivalent to 11245 miles an hour. A 
speed nearly as great was kept up until Forks 
Station was reached, and then Hogan slowed 
her down and allowed her to enter Buffalo at 
her customary speed, arriving on time. 

The passengers on board said that the train 
flew along with the same steadiness that would 
have accompanied a slower rate of speed. There 
Was no unusual ewaying or jolting, and only 
persons who were looking out for manifesta- 
tions of extraordinary speed would have no- 
tioed that the clickety-click of the rails sounded 
like the roar of mueketry, and the telegraph 
poles along the track seemed like pickets ina 
fence. 


Ata meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the New-York Central Railroad yesterday the 
determination was reached to begin the run- 
ning of the twenty-hour train to Chicago on the 
28thinst. The train will be known as the “ Ex- 
position Flier.” The question of fare has not 
yet been detinitely settled. Doubtless the action 
of the Trunk Line Presidents to-day will have 
some effect on the rate. An advance of from 
$5 to $10 on the reguiar fare will probably be 
charged. The speed of this fast train will be 
about fifty miles an hour.

SWILL FEEDER REYNER FINED 





-VIOTORY FOR THE LONG-NAME 
SOCIETY AT QOANARSIE. 


One of the Men Arrested at Redfern’s 
Barns Tried and Convicted—Picturesque 
Scenes in the Courtroom Where Jus- 
tice Matthews Presided—Recess Taken 
to Give the Jurors a Chance to Drink 
at the Judge’s Expense—Prisoner Home 
Eating Dinner When Called for Sentence. 


OanARsig, L. L., May 11.—-The trial of the case 
of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals against Joseph Reyner came off in 
Justice Matthews’s court at Canarsie Village 
this afternoon. It went against the defendant. 
@MOn the 3d of May officers from the society 
descended on the premises of John Redfern, a 
cattle raiser at Canarsie, and removed eighty- 
eight steers, bulls, and cows which were suffer- 
ing from disease and ill treatment. It was 
Redfern's custom to buy scrawny, weak cattle 
from the Western market and pus them in his 
barn, where he fed them on swill, He obtained 
the swill from the hotels of this city and Brook- 
lyn and boiled it down to a proper consistency. 
The officers of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animale say that this food brought 
on disease and made the meat, which was after- 
ward sold in New-York and Brooklyn, impure 
and unwholesome. 

When they seized the oattle last week they 
also placed under arrest John Redfern and two 
of his employes, Joseph Keyner and Jobn 
Rudinsky. A strong effort was made to-day in 
the case of Reyner to get a conviction, so as to 
influence the other cases. The charge alleged 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of $50 or im- 
prisonment for six months or both. Reyner, it 
was said, had been apprehended in the act of 
feeding the swill to the cattle. 

Justice Matthews holds court in Canarsie Vil- 
lage at Morrison’s Hall, a venerable building 
near the centre of the town. To reach the court- 
room one must climb up a narrow flight of 
stairs. In one corner of the room is a bar, 
where “soft” drinks and candies are sold. 
Rickety old settees fill up the body of the hall. 
At the north end is the Justice’s desk, much 
like # schoolmaster’s desk in the old-time coun- 
try “ deeatrick” echool. The jurors and lawyers 
sit nearly in front of the Judge, on the right. 

The hall was crowded to-day with lawyers, 
witnesees, and villagers. All the seats were 
taken, and all the windowsills, too. For the 
society appeared Lawyer George F. Elliott, and 
for the prisoner LaWyer Frederick Castner. 

It was some time before a jury was chosen. 
Most of the villagers had formed opinions on 


the case, and these opinions had been empha- 
sized by the terrific odors from Redfern’s barn. 
At last six good men and true, with William 
Fortmeyer a8 foreman, Were closen, and the 
trial began. The conversation quieted down to 
whispers, and a barelegged urchin who was 
noisely cracking peanuts was hushed. 

Justice Matthews announced that it would be 
just as-well for the witness to testify slowly, as 
he intended to act as official stenographer. 
Constable Richard McAvoy acted as clerk pro 
tem. The lawyers made their openings and the 
jury leaned back on their bench prepared fora 
ong session. The hot afternoon sun poured 
through the western windows and added to the 
discomfort. 

The firet witnesses called were Alonzo Glover, 
Alonzo Evans, and George H. Lambert, agents 
of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Apimals. Their testimony was substantially 
the same. They told how the raid of May 3 
had ocourred and described the swill mixture 
that was fed to the suffering animals. Sealed 
jars of this mixture were offered in evidence, 
but the jurymen did not express a yearning to 
have the seals broken. Seing residents of 
Canarsie Village they reckoned that they were 
—" withthe unparalicled odor of boiled 
swill. 

Finally the expert testimony was intro- 
duced. It was given by Dr. Lachlan MoLean, 
a full-bearded Scotchman, with a peculiar 
accent. He was introduced by Lawyer Elliott 
as the foremost veterinary pathologist of the 
country, a® member of the Royal Society of 
Veterinarians, an ex-employe of the United 
States Government and of the State of New- 
York. At present be is employed by the Brook- 
lyn Board of Health. Dr. MoLean vouched for 
all _— statements as soon as he took the 
stand. f 

He teatified that be had assisted in the raid of 
May 3. Heo said that the cattle were compelled 
to eat hot swill It was so hot that it had 
burned his hand. The swill was composed of 
decayed meat, vegetables, clam, oyster, and 
lobater shells, pieces of crockery and tin, and 
miscellaneous inatter in the shape of tomatoes, 
onions, beefsteaks, cabbage, &c. Aiter an ex- 
perience of many years as o Veterinarian he was 
prepared to say that this sort of food was un- 
wholesome and detrimental to cattle. It was a 
violation of all the laws of nature for cattle to 
eat flesh, he asserted. 

These particular cattle were limited to this 
kind of food, and he had been unable to find any 
traces of hay, straw, or oate at the barn. The 
effect of such a diet was to puff up the animals 
and produce disease. On cross-examination he 
was not shaken. When he left the stand the 
people rested. 

**Jedge,” called out a tall, thin juror, “at 
this point of the proceedings, I'd like to say 
that I want to get a drink before the trial con- 
tinues.”’ 

The other jurors smacked their lips approv- 


gly. 

“Certainly, get a drink,’”’ said the Justice. 
“ You can all step over and have a drink. We'll 
take a recess.” 

‘Is iton you, Jedge!?” inquired a ‘little jury- 
man, with an anxious countenance. 

The Judge nodded his heal, and there was a 
rush for the bar. 

“Bay!” remarked an envious villager to THE 
NEW-YoORK TimMéEs’S reporter, as he pointed out 
a certain juryman, “* that feller would be takin’ 
ice water if ’twarn’t on the Jedge.” 

When the tr.al was resumed John Redfern, 
the proprietor of the nuisance, took the stand. 
Heis a tall, light-complexioned man of thirty- 
six years. He was nervous, but evidently in- 
tended to make it hotforthe prosecution. In 
reply to his lawyer’s questions, he said that he 
had beenin the cattle-raising business all bis 
life andin business for himself for nine years. 
The so-called swill, according to his statement, 
was the choicest assortment of garbage, culled 
from the waste barrels of the Hotels Waldorf, 
Savoy, Plaza, and Broadway Central in New- 
Yorr, and the 8t. George in Brooklyn. He had 
contracts with these houses. 

He candidly stated that in his opinion such 
dainties were good for cattle, and he knew that 
they thrived on it Besides, he “chucked” ina 
little bay and oats once in a while, by way of 
contrast, to let the animals appreciate what a 
treat they were having. 

He made the startling statement that the cat- 
tle were in a fat, healthy state when he bought 
them, but when they left his hands they were 
weak and as thin as rails. We corrected himeeif 
right away and said that he meant just the re- 
verse. On cross-examination he refused to 
state whether he sold his cattle in New-York 
or Brooklyn, but only said that he sold them 
te the highest bidder, and he didn’t care where 
they went to after that. 

J coon Reyner, the prisoner, was next called. 
He talked through an interpreter. He was a 
round-faced boy of elghteen years. He came 
from Germany to this country eight months 
ago, and was employed by Kedfern to be gen- 
erally handy about the place. He had been In 
hie employ three weeks when he was arrested. 

Reyner did not appear totake much interest 
in the proceedings, and several times there was 
great danger of bis falling asleep. His testi- 
mony was not important except that it de- 
veloped on eross-examination that he did not 
need an interpreter. 

It was nearly 6 o’clock when the case went 
te the jury. Those public-spirited citizens ap- 
peared to huve heard all they wanted to hear 
and went to the jury room with alucrity. 

While they were out the loungers in the court- 
room got up and stretched their legv. <A few of 
them went out into the street to get a breath of 
fresh air. 

In fifteen minutes the jury returned, and there 
was a bustling to seats for a few seconds. 

**Gentiemen, have you agreed upon a ver- 
dict?” asked bis Honor. 

“We have,” said the foreman, 
prisoner guilty. ” 

There Was a moment's bushi and then the Judge 
called out the prisoner’s name, “Joseph Rey- 
mer!’ 

There was noanswer. Again he called, anda 
man in the back part of the room remarked in 
a squeaky tone:

Justice Mathews was paralyzed. The pris- 
over had affronted the dignity of the court.

Railway hasagain been getting himself inter 
viewed in the Montreal papers—the Daily Wit- 
ness and the Gazette. In these interviews he 
sweepingly denies the articles which have been 
printed in Tae New-York TimMEs recently, 
charging him with gross mismanagement of the 
railroad of which he is Prosident, but does not 
deign to go into details. He considers that the 
assertions made in these articles are beneath his 
notice, in spite of the fact thatthe statements 
made therein were obtained from the records 
and reports of the company, characterizing 
them simply as “a pack of lies,” and that they 
were written for purposes of blackmail and 
published with the idea of affecting the stock 
market. 

Mr. Van Horne is evidently one of those 
unfortunate opaque-brained individuals who im- 
agines that any newspaper which dares to criti- 
cise the management or the affairs of a corpora- 
tion must of necessity be actuated by motives 
other than a desire to serve their readers with 
the news. If,as Mr. Van Horne says, he was 
oftered the article, which THe Times printed, 
Jor asum of money, why does he not come for- 
ward and state who it was who offered it to 
him? This dismissal of very grave charges 
with a lordly wave of the hand will not do. 

If the articles which THe Times has printed 
have done either him or his railroad an injus- 
tice, why does he not refute the statements 
made inthem? The cry of “‘lies” and “ black- 
mail” is an easy apd a cheap one,but not a very 
effective style of argament. On the contrary, 
itis very silly and old-womanish. Mr. Van 
Horne’s statement that his company received 
notice that a criticism of his business methods 
was being prepared serves merely to recall the 
saying that was common in the Western States 
before Mr. Van Horne emigrated therefrom, to 
the effect that there were three great fabricat- 
ors in the United States; that Eli Perkins was 
one and Van Horne the other two. 

THs Times has obtained no information with 
respect to the Canadian Pacific Railway—ite 
history, purposes, financial methods, and en- 
dowments—whioua is not available to any person 
who chooses to examine the Hansard reports 
and their official records of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment. Were ali those official papers, most of 
them signed by the company’s officers, prepared 
in pursuance of a blackmailing scheme! The 
facta and the figures connected with the distri- 


bution of $20,000,000 of the stock among the 
founders of the road are fully set forth in the 
return brought down to Parliament in 1884. 

Does Mr. Van Borne pretend that Mr. Blake 
and Mr. Chapleau, his own friends, made 
& es witha view of injuring his road or 

ced an improper interpretation upon the 
facts laid before Parliament! In his interview 
with the Montreal Gazelfe’s reporter the Presl- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific asserts that the 
traffic returns of his company are published in 
the “enterprising press.”’ This is rougb upon 
the leading Oanadian dailies, for they do not 
publish Mr. Van Horne’s traftio returns, and if 
they are published at all, it must be in some 
paper which nobody either sees or reads. 

Mr. Van Horne thinks thatthe Hon. Edward 
Biake would not say now what he stated in 
Parliament regarding the Canadian Pacitice Com- 
pom ef affairs. Thatis nonsense, because Mr. 
Blake simply summarized, fur the information 
of Canada’s Parliament, the contents of official 
returns and statements furnished by the com- 
pany and the Government Mr. Blake could not 
Make away with the official evidence and state- 
mente from which he quoted, even if he desired 
to do Bo. 

In pointing out the fact that Mr. Van Horne’s 
railway com y bad obtained from the Gov- 
ernment of Canada tens of millions of dollars, 
in cash, lands, and completed railway lines, 
more than their railway cost, and got the rail- 
Way as well, Mr. Blake simply used the evidence 
supplied a the company with respect to the 
cost of ite line and the value of its subventions. 
Mr. Van Horne says that the receipts of Ameri- 
ean railway lines have fallen off as well as 
those of his own road. Mr. Van Horne will have 
ditticulty in finding an American railway whose 
gross earnings have declined tothe extent of 
$300,000 in seven weeks. ' 

The point to which THE Ties has been di- 
Trecting attention is the policy of the Canadian 
Pacific Company in payi dividends to its 
shareholders out of capital, and that is a mat 
ter which Mr. Van Horne significantly refuses 
to discuss. Does he consider paying dividends 
out of capital to be legitimate financing! How 
can a business corporation conduct ite affairs 
upon that basis? A bank which undertook to 
pay dividends out of capital would soon come 
to grief, and why should a system of financing 
which is pronounced illegal, even criminal, 
when adopted by banks, be considered proper in 
the management of railways! 

in 1883 the Canadian Pacific Company de- 
posited $14,000,000 with the Dominion Govern- 
went to secure dividends upon its stock for ten 
years. The $14,000,000 came out of the com- 
_—- capital. Consequently that corporation 

as been paying dividends out of capital for ten 
years, and proposes to continue the same sys- 
tem. Mr. Van Horne does not deny that the 
money which he expects to raise by the sale of 
preferential stock is to be used as a dividend 
guarantee fund. If he made such a denial bis 
stock might “go down with a bang,” because 
the guarantee fund established in 1883 will be 
exhausted in three or four months. 

Hence the Canadian Pacific Company pro- 
= to place a preferential 7 en upon ite 

© to raise a dividend fund, and when that 
tund gives ont some other expedient will be re- 
sorted to, as itis evident from the proceedings 
of the recent session of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment that public opinion in Canada will not tol- 
erate the idea of further endowing the company 
from the public Treasury. The Thompson Gov- 
ernment would giadly have handed over the 
Intercoionial Railway to the Canadian Pacific 
Company, but feared to imperil ite existence by 
doing so. 

Perhaps Mr. Van Horne includes in his sweep- 
iug cry of “lies” the statements about the 
dangerous position of that portion of his rail- 
way which crosses the Selkirk Mountains. 
Does he deny that the section in question was 
built along # route which experienced engineers 
condemned and that he contemplates abandon- 
ing it, and thus acknowledging that a blunder 
in the selection of a mountain route has caused 
millions of money to be wasted? If so, it may 
be necessary to give some evidence as to the 
ptesent condition of the road through the 
Selkirks. 

The Kootenay Star is a small newspaper pub- 
jished at Revelstohe, on the Canadian Pacifie 
line, in the Rocky Mountains. The town is 
largely dependent upon the railway, and of 
course @ newspaper published there would not 
exaggerate the company’s difficulties. No news 
of snow or rock blockades in the mountains 
ever comes by telegraph, because the company 
owns the telegraph line. It is only afew weeks 
since a train was buriedin a mud slide in the 
Selkirks, and the following from the Kootenay 
star of last week describes a mure recent 
catastrophe: 

* Last Monday afternoon there came down on the 
Canadian Pacitic ilway track at the second cross- 
ing in the valley of Iliecillewaet, one of the biggest 
snowslides which ever occurred in the Seikirks, 
which was followed about noon by a show and tim- 
ber slide a half mile or so east, which covered a 
Vast extent of track. The east-bound train had just 

before the first slide, but no other train 

passed that point until Thursday afternoon. The 

work of clearing the track engaged the services of 

the whole avaiulabi» force of the Canadian Pacific 

Railway men between Donald and Kamloops, and 

by engines and a rotary ateach end of the obstruo- 
on. 

“The first slide came down on a snowshed, over- 
lapping it several yards on each side and almost en- 
tire lling up the subway. The mountains are 
from 5,000 to 7,000 feet high, and the avalanche 
¥wept down with such irresistible force as to bury 
the shed and burl iteelf completely across the river, 
camming back the water until it formed a good-sized 
Jake. Bat when snow meets water ithas eventually 
bo give way, and it was a grand sight when the river 
breke through the icy barrier and dashed madly 
down its old channel as if joyful at its release, and 
carrying along huge fragments of trees which had 
become splintered and bedded in the hard snow 
during the rapid descent from their mative soll on 
the mountain crests. 

“Not only were there large trees torn up by the 
roots and splintered like matchwood, but tons of 
earth which darkened the snow, as well as huge 
boulders, were mixed in as effectively as acook could 
mix the flour, spices, and raisins in a Christmas 
pudding. The trestle bridge to the east of the sled 
was ly demolished. ‘che first slide was about 40 
fect deep over the track and haps 300 yards long. 
The timber imbedded iz the snow was the great 
drawback to the work of the rotary, which sent the 
snow sky high when the timber had been extracted. 
Meanwhile {rains from the est arrived at their 
Tegular time, aud were haid in Revelstoke station 
yard, the Cining car being takeu k to mon 
Arm every night. On Thursday morning some pas- 
sengers and the mails were transferred over the ob- 
etructions, and the first Eastern mail since Sunday 
‘was delivered here at noon on Thurscay. “ater in 
“he day the trains which had been held om the east 
side of the obstruction began to come on, and 
ae dispatched westward at intervals of about an 

mr.” 


lt is thus seen that the railway was tcocked 
for four days and was only cleared at enormous 
cost. It should be remembered that Mr. Van 
Horne was warned of the danger of just such 
disasters, which are liabie to occur at any time. 
He was told by eminent engineers that the 
route he adopted waa liable ta be blocked by 


or filled up by avalanches, but he per- 
sisted, and to haste end recklessness must be 


attribated whatever disasters occur. 

Spe to the Montreal Star in 1884, when 
the Government's proposal to advance $3U,- 
000,000 i er, was before Parliament, 
Mr. Van Horne said: ‘“‘The Canadian Pavitio 
Railway has never estimated the cost of any 
work. It has no time forthat. It has a big job 
on hand, and if we have not money enough, we 
will get more. That's ali eboutit.” After quot- 
ing this extraordinary statement in Parliament, 
the Hon. Edward Biake said: ‘‘This is grand. 
That is glorious. That is just how one might 
talk if we had the Dominion of Canada to back 
us, to bank for us, or to give us $22,000,000 if 
we wanted it. What need of estimates?”’ 

In the course of the same speech Mr. Blake 
called attention to the rings within rings which 
existed. Said he: ‘“‘ The Direotors of the com- 
pany are also contractors tor the execution of 
their works, and we have no returns showing 
the partioulars of those contracts or estimates 
- the cost of construction on the different seo- 

ons.” 

In his speeoh asking Parliament to advange 
the company $30,000,000 in 1884, Sir Charles 
Tupper, then Minister of Railways, admitted that 
the subsidies given to the company by the 
Government, in cash, lands, and completed rail- 
ways, reached $103,000,000, whereas 5dir 
George Stephen estimated the entire cost 
of © raliway at $85,000,000, this sum in- 
cluding the $14,000,000 put up with the Gov- 
ernment to secure dividends. 

The points whioh Mr. Van Horne fails to dis- 
ouss and the questions he avoids answering are 
these: 

Is it the company’s intention to continue the 
policy of paying dividends out of capital, and 
is such a policy considered sound or legitimate 
financing! 

Will the money which Mr. Van Horne’s com- 
pany proposes to obtain by selling preferential 
ook be used in guaranteeing dividends to 
shareholders? Is not such a proceeding only 
= | ead name for paying dividends out of cap- 
ital 

Does Mr. Van Horne deny that his company 
distributed, in 1883, $20,000,000 worth or stock 
among the original stockhoiders and then pro- 
peers | to pay dividends out of capital, when 
the road was earning nothing, at the rate of 6 
per cent. upon the face value of the shares? Is 
not 6 per cent. stock usually worth more than 
25% 

Does Mr. Van Horne withdraw the statements 
contained in his several * manifestoes”’ show- 
ing that the aim of his company is to divert 
> = ya American railways and American 

rts . 
Meee he repudiate Mr. Chapleau’s declaration 
that his railway was conceived and built with 
the view of resisting the “‘ aggressive tenden- 
cies” of the United Statés and endowed to an 
extent sufticient to enable it to carry freights 
across the continent at one-fourth the rates 
which American competitive lines are obliged 
te charge ? 

As w the service rendered by the Canadian 
Pacitic Company in return forsome of the an- 
nual subsidies received by that corporation 
from the Canadian Government, the testimony 
of some of the pewspapers published in the 
Canadian Northwest may be of interest The 
Saskatchewan Times—published at Prince Al- 
bert—of April 12 complains bitterly of the 
train service on the Regina and py 
Railroad—operated by the Canadian Paeitio 
Cowpany—of which road Prince Albert is the 
northern terminus. That paper states that 
only two trains reach Prince Albert a week, 
oad for this it says: 

*“‘The Canadian Government has given a cash 
subsidy of $1,600,000, or $80,000 a year for 
twenty years; that is, for each train service 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad gets $769, or for 
the two weekly train services gets a little over 
$1,538, and for this they carry the mail. Not- 
withstanding this large cash subsidy paid the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad by the Government 
for at least two mail services a week, we have 
only had three mail services in eight weeks.”’ 


WENT OFF WITH A LOUD BANG. 


Explosion of a Soda Water Tank Which 
Scared Many Persons. 


A new truck, brilliant with sky-blue paint, 
had just passed Eleventh Street, going up Hud- 
son Street, at 12:10 P. M. yesterday when there 
was an explosion as if a ten-inch shell had 
burst. Two black and ragged objects soared 
twenty feet in the air and fell on the street, and 
passers-by ran to escape hundreds of pieces of 
wood, the wreck of the sides, floor, und rear 
wheels of the truck, which were cast east and 


west. 

It was alloverin an instant. The driver of 

the truck, Ferdinand Urbach, stood shaking, 
but uninjured, on the footboard of his seat; his 
horeés looked round inquiringly; a passing cab- 
man, James Muldoon, exhibited extraordinary 
vitality and profanity as he jumped from his 
box with a bleeding face and glared at the 
broken windows of his vehicle; people ran out 
of stores aghast, and a young man who had 
fallen when the “ bang’”’ came was lifted into a 
drug store. A minute later 2,000 persons were 
jostiing each other for a front view of what had 
happened, and the thoroughfare was blocked. 
All this excitement was caused by the burst- 
ing of a soda-water tank, Whenit burst it was 
said to have acharge pressure of 700 pounds 
to the square inch, and on its upper rim was 4 
certificate that it had been tested to a pressure 
of 3,700 unds, and thatitcame from the 
Saratoga Geysers Natural Carbonic Acid Gas 
Company. 
When the driver was able to rally his wits he 
said that his father, William Urbach, a plumber 
of 553 East One Hundred and Fifty-eighth 
Street, was agent for the gas, aud that he pro- 
cured itin tanks from Crandall & Godley, 157 
Franklin Street. 

The resulta of the explosion might have been 
much more disastrous. Urbach’s truck was 
badly damaged behind the front wheels. Mul- 
doon’s cab can be repaired for $20, and his hurt 
is notone of gravity. The man taken to the 
drug store was George J. Fisher of 277 West 
Eleventh Street, and he was as much frightened 
as burt. 

Parts of the wrecked truck broke three plate 
glass windows in James M. Collins's drug store, 
576 Hudson Street, and other missiles cracked 
the plate giuss of two of the windows of 
Gwynne & Richardson’s hardware store, 569 
Hudson Street. 

The total damage was computed at $150 out- 
side of the damage to the truck and injuries to 
Muldoon’s horse, the gravity of which a veter- 
inary was not able to determine. 


A ROADWAY FOR THE FAIR. 


Exhibit of National League for Good Roads 
—A Slough for Those of This Country. 








Arrangements were completed yesterday at a 
meeting of the National League for Good 
Roads, at 45 Broadway, by Gen. Roy Stone, 
August Belmont, Chauncey B. Ripley, ex-Gov. 
George P. Wetmore, Augustus T. Gillender, and 
other members of the league, to make an ex- 
hibit of a roadway 50 {feet wide and 1,000 fect 
in length at the World’s Fairin Chicago. 

The sum of $1,000 was appropriated for this 
purpose. The road will extend from the French 
colonies’ exhibit to the live stock pavilion, and 
will showthe various processes of road con- 
struction in France, Italy, Germany, and Eng- 
land, where the country roads are in fine condi- 
tion. Aun illustration of the condition of the 
roads in this country after bad weather will be 
given by a wagon fast in the slough of a rough 
country road.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Some Excitement Caused by a Slump in 
Wheat, but Corn and Oats Were Higher. 


CHICAGO, May 11.—The bank failures, the Govern- 
ment crop report, and lower foreign markets made a 
combination to-day that shook 2490 off the price of 
wheat. Some good baying on the break caused a rally 
of %o. To-night the price of July, compared with 
yesterday’s closing quotation, shows a jloss of 1%0 
per bushel. Cornand oats are cach a trifie higher, 
and provisions, after a dull session, closed a little 
lower on the whole for pork and lard, but ribs show 
& more marked decline, amounting to 12 4c. 

A good deal of excitement accompanied the slamp 
in wheat. Longs liquidated freely. short solling was 
quite a feature, and stop-loss orders becoming 
operative added to the weakness, The Govern ment 
crop report was generally given a bearish construc- 
tion, andthe market started weak with the selling 
pressure enormous. fora time the bulls fought the 
decline, butin the face of weak cables and growing 
financial complications, the fight was a losing one. 


First news of the Indianapolis failure became 
known. Then the climax was reached when it was 
announced that the Columbia Bank of this city had 
closed its doors. There was a partial panio, but it 
Was soon checked. Deductions made from the Gov- 
ernment report varied widely, but it was evident 
that the most influential part of the trade construed 
it bearishly. In this city they seemed partially sus- 
tained by the Cincinnati Price Current. Many oper- 
ators had calculated on a report of not 
over 70 for the average condition of Winter wheat, 
but instead the report was 75.3, only 2.1 points 
less than last month. During the last hour buying 
was on a liberal scale and there was a good recovery. 
‘The price for July at the close was 76%@76%o0, 
which enabled those who bought puts to have it put 
to them as they wanted it. According to common 
belief two or three of the heavy operators who were 
short were the chiot sellers of puts yesterday after- 
noon. The opening was from 7%%@1%sc bushel 
lower than the closing tigures of yesterday, ruled 
unsettled, and prices deciined, with some tlnotua- 
tions, 14s0 more, rallied ‘40, fiuctuated,, and closed 
about 140 lower fur July and 1c lower for Septem- 
ber than yesterday. 

The corn market,did not act with wheat except in 
showing a little Weakness at the opening. hen 
wheat opened demoralized at lo break there was a 
blur at selling corn by a few houses led by Bartlett 
¢& Fraser. Helmholz was a free seller. The low point 
was touched in the first rush of selling. The market 
firmed atonce. The selling of several days past had 
relieved the big houses of their long stuff and nota 
few had developed quite a short interest. On the 
break there was a disposition to take the corn for all 
months. Prices made a good rally before being 
checked by the bank failure. This caused hesi- 
tation bust no setback of importance. When 
the flurry in wheat was ended and a better 
feeling prevailed there was increased —- 
buying in corn. Prices responded, and July showing 
most strength, sold well above the Wednesday clos- 
ing. The supportin the market was the more sur- 
—-. because cables were weak and receipts 
more liberal. Che market opened unsettled, with 
sales 4@%c under yesterday's closing prices, but 
soon afterward worked up, with slight declines, 
%@%)o on coverings, ruled steady, and closed with 
4g@ 0 gain. 

The olferings of oats were not large and the de- 
mand sufticient to absorb them and hold prices 
within a narrow range most of the day. ‘The open- 
ing was atadecline of 4@<«c, at about the lowest 
prices. A reaction of %@%g0 followed, and the mar- 
ket closed without important change from yester- 
day. A good shipping demand existed, and 160,000 
bushels sold here and at New-York for export.
